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Throw Down Your Hatred 

Neil Young’s solo tour, Part 2

Since Neil Young’s solo performance at Bass Concert Hall 
this month, I’ve been writing obsessively about the show. I 
knew there was something that I wanted to say about it but 
wasn’t sure what that was. I kept pushing at the idea, but it 
kept slipping from my grasp. 

I had finally finished this column around dawn. Right then, 
of course, I realized what it was I wanted to say, but I’m not 
sure that I’ve made anything any clearer. 

In this time of baseless but overwhelming despair, the only 
truly revolutionary activity is creation. 

Placing blame, making excuses, and damning others are soul- 
less and monotonous activities. Many among us who are busy 
declaring the world is ending do so without grace or vision but 
instead as pathetic hucksters trying to hustle the suckers. 

What was once the impassioned rhetoric of committed revo- 
lutionaries has become the comic book sloganeering of the 
profoundly unimaginative. 

(Yawn.) “Oh my dear, look, freedom has been tram- 
pled, our rights have been taken away, and oppres- 
sion is everywhere. Oh gosh, oh dam, the garden is 
dead, and mad Uncle Willie is still watering it.” 

Instead of hoping for the best, so many are 
praying for the worst. 

The reality is that there are endless failures, but 
overwhelmingly they come from within and are com- 
mitted by us. We are not living in the end of days but in 
a time of easy surrender. We are not facing the apocalypse 
but instead are dazzled by our own all-too-willing capitulation. 

The great whine is upon us, and many have all too eagerly 
joined in the moaning. It is not simply the 10,000 cults of get- 
ting along by going along, nor is it just the easily led, politically 
immoral, and readily corrupted who are surrendering. It is all 
of us. Proudly, we are giving up. 

Yes - the great whine is upon us; the whine is embraced, 
adored, and beloved. This is not the best of times; it is the very 
worst of times. 

Those who once championed the future are busy pining away 
for an imagined past. The visionaries are describing what they 
see in their toilets; holy people are talking of their own vomit. 

The whine and the lie are one: It was so much better then; 
it’s impossibly worse than that now. 

The idea is that in the past, since most citizens were serious 
thinkers and educated individuals, there was a tmly informed 
and freethinking electorate. But now those days are gone. Once 
we all cared, but now none of us cares. Once we all believed, 
but we believe no longer. 
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It was much better then, but now the ground is so bare 
and hope so finely shredded that the Four Horsemen of the 
Apocalypse have dismounted to nap. 

Except, of course, this version of the past is so magnificently 
false that it is beyond hallucinatory. 

For a long time, criticizing this country and listing its failings 
were acts of courage. Once, to stand up to conformity invited 
scorn, and to try to ground the fantasies of an overly optimis- 
tic public in painful realities was the work of the brave. In the 
beginning, social criticism was driven by hope, belief in the 
future, respect for the common decency of humanity, and an 
understanding that we were all in this together. 

Six decades along, this rhetoric has become one-dimensional. 
The underlying driving assumptions have dribbled away. Now 
what were prayers have become tiresome laments. Now what 
once was waving the banners of hope is now tearing down all 
signs except those of hopelessness. We live in a society where 
self-righteous self-celebration flowers in the fertile soil of 
loathing most other people. Now, instead of creation, 
we have defamation. Instead of ambition, there is 
resignation. Instead of having vision, we embrace 
the most tired cliches. Instead of the belief that 
we are always moving forward toward a light, no 
matter how distant it may be, now we welcome a 
smothering darkness out of the past. 


This is not the best of all possible worlds. There are 
still vast changes to be fought for and still goals of justice and 
decency for which to strive. The only acts of revolution have always 
been those of innovation. In a time of the cheapest despair, offering 
any vein of hope is a visionary act. All too often now, instead of dar- 
ing the new and attempting the seemingly impossible, we list all the 
things wrong with this world - the things that cause our failures. 
Now, the greatest works of art celebrate human flaws and social 
failures. Now, hope is treated as a cheap intoxicant, while despair is 
hailed as the holiest of truths. A book in which heroes triumph is a 
book of lies. A story in which humans fail wins awards. 

Ours is a time when the empowered population (all of us), 
rather than explore all the opportunities available, has instead 
denied that any of them exist. Where once civilization was 
carved out of the wilderness, now civilization is decried and 
the wilderness fictionalized. Now, many clearly feel much more 
comfortable with hopelessness than with hope. Finally, instead 
of admitting and accepting responsibility for our failures, we 
offer up indictments of all those who caused them. In their 
wake, instead of rising from the dust to try again, many simply 
add water so they can wallow in the mud. 


Young’s concert was a courageous and visionary celebra- 
tion of one of the most creative and restless artistic imagi- 
nations of our times. Instead of stepping back, it gleefully 
skated forward. Instead of playing it safe, it took risks upon 
risks. Young’s career has always been an insistence that the 
new is better than the known and that exploration is more 
satisfying than repetition. 

“There is a town in north Ontario 

With dream comfort memory to spare 

And in my mind I still need a place to go 

All my changes were there.” 

“Helpless” was the third song Young performed. There 
is no question that Young is one of the greatest talents of 
his time, but part of his art is exploring the richness and 
diversity of all different kinds of connections - historical, 
familial, creative, and romantic. Young has always embraced, 
expanded, imagined, and reimagined history in all its rami- 
fications. This is not history as mummified in textbooks or 
rendered meaningless by trivia. Instead, it is history as our 
shared past. 

The first new song of the more than half-dozen he was to 
play was “You Never Call.” The song starts off very funny. 
Young delivers some of the opening lines almost as a char- 
acter in a play, setting listeners up. “You’re in heaven ... 
I’m working.” 

This is where Young’s humanity and intensity allow him to 
use tragedy rather than be subsumed by it. The song is about 
L.A. (Larry) Johnson, one of Young’s closest friends and col- 
laborators, who died unexpectedly earlier this year. Johnson 
was a big man in most every way; I can’t remember if I ever 
saw him when he wasn’t smiling. 

Film was what initially brought Young and Johnson togeth- 
er. A Zen troubleshooter and a nonchalant spiritual presence, 
over time Johnson became part of Young’s inner brain trust. 
He would walk around the stage before a show making sure 
everything was right. He did this not by barking commands 
but by smiling and laughing, by walking lost in thought and 
feeling. It was amazing to watch him work, because you never 
saw him working. I used to follow him around just to watch 
him work. Once I said to Elliot Roberts, Young’s manager, 
“It’s like I’m stalking him.” Roberts replied, “You are stalking 
him.” We both laughed. 

Young’s son Ben has cerebral palsy. Johnson and Ben were 
always hanging out together. One night, Johnson was picking 
up Ben to take him to a hockey game. Johnson got behind the 
wheel of the van to drive. He clutched his chest and died. 

So though I started off laughing at the song, by the end I 
was quietly sobbing.

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After the show, Roberts invited us on to 
Young’s bus. Young was eating dinner, but 
he was in a great mood and very sweet. 

We talked about the show. Of course, I 
was babbling, going on about how great it 
had been and how terrific the new songs 
are. We started talking about “You Never 
Call,” which meant talking about Johnson. 

Young said that the song was supposed 
to be very funny and very sad and moving. 
Talking about the song, he said that it was 
exactly the kind of thing Johnson would 
have said, “I’m in heaven, and you’re work- 
ing.” We all laughed. 

Afterward, my friend and I walked to our 
car, smiling and (as much as I hate to say 
this) glowing. 

Later, I thought about how talking about 
history and the present in terms of humanity 
was so important. Told as stories of people 
and memories of family, friends, and love, 
history is enriched rather than restricted, 
sent soaring high above and deep inside 
rather than forced into a marriage with the 
mundane and moribund. 

The politics of failing and failure are 
easy but empty. In a world viewed as a 
series of sayings sewn onto pillows, there 
is no hope and precious little meaning. 
In Young’s world, where family connects 
with history while tragedy is leavened 
by joy, nothing is easy, but neither is any- 
thing empty. ■

Integral Care, Psychiatric Emergency Services, 
homeless shelters, and respite housing. Social 
workers work hand in hand with doctors and 
nurses and are at the forefront of providing 
psychological and suicide risk assessments, 
determining discharge plans, and consistently 
advocating for a client’s well-being and safety. 
The people in our community do care - it is the 
state of Texas and Travis County government 
that appear to not - we stand, heads bowed in 
shame, at 49th in the nation for mental health 
care.

A bit later, “long-term” became, from Athletics 
Director DeLoss Dodds, “five years, 10 years” - so 
we’ll soon see just how unequivocal a deal will 
remain among these notorious wheeler-dealers. 
The collective tempers and wanderlust 
were reportedly soothed by the prospect 
of splitting the exit fees of Colorado 
(already headed to the Pac-10) and 
Nebraska (Big 10 Plus 2), as well as 
pending television contracts that 
would also allow the schools their 
own networks - All-Longhorn or All- 
Aggie or All-Sooner, all the time. 

According to this week’s mostly unsourced 
and unreliable reports, what with exit fees and 
prospective TV deals, UT - with an athletic budget 
already at $130 million - stands to collect an addi- 
tional $20 million to $25 million a year, which it 
will no doubt use to help rehire all those laid-off 
lecturers in Spanish and Italian.

> TRASH TALK The comedy of errors that has been the search 
for a materials recovery facility - a sorting center for the 
city’s recycling stream - gained another chapter last week, 
as City Council voted to toss out the proposals process that 
netted three frontrunners and begin anew. Further complicat- 
ing the convoluted MRF process was narrow posting lan- 
guage that allowed for execution of a contract with only the 
staff-selected frontrunner, Allied Waste, which sent council 
off the dais for a special-called executive session to learn 
what their legal options were. When they returned, Randi 
Shade moved to scrap the proposals and restart the bidding, 
a course of action also recommended by the Solid Waste 
Advisory Commission. Given that the city’s current recy- 
cling contract with Greenstar North America expires in 
September, council had questions about how soon it could 
get new responses. Solid Waste Services Director Bob 
Gedert said council could request proposals for a short-term 
contract this month, then execute a contract in July, but 
rebidding the MRF would require at least six months. “Is 
there a reason ... for believing that a different RFP process 
would bring a different proposal?” asked Bill Spelman; 

Gedert replied, “I don’t perceive much of an outcome differ- 
ence.” However, a reboot could bring Texas Disposal Sys- 
tems into the bidding. TDS had previously been deemed 
ineligible for violating lobbying rules, due to the enthusiastic 
outreach of TDS exec Bob Gregory, but its generous offer 
obviously caught council attention. Ultimately, council voted 
5-2 to reject all MRF applicants and reboot the process, with 
Spelman and Sheryl Cole voting no. The hubbub shows no 
signs of abating. Council’s Sept. 24 draft agenda contains 
two MRF resolutions: one from Cole and Spelman calling for 
a contract with finalist Balcones Resources and another 
from Laura Morrison calling for negotiations with both TDS 
and Balcones Resources “for a short-term and long-term 
contract for a Material Recovery Facility.” - W.D. 


EFFICIENCY-LOGGED City utility Austin Water announced 
this week the launch of a new green computing system 
that should save a significant amount of energy. New serv- 
ers will use up to 90% less electricity than the old IT system, 
according to Austin Water’s IT department. AW shifted from 
40 physical servers to four Dell virtualization rack servers. 
The new system also will provide better access to data in an 
emergency or natural disaster and improves reliability and 
productivity. “The green aspect of it is a big deal for us,” said 
Brownlee Bowmer, chief information officer for the utility. The 
new system will save Austin Water nearly $400,000 on elec- 
tricity and other operational costs over the next five years - 
which equals about half the initial cost. In other Austin Water 
news, the utility begins interviews for a water conservation 
division manager next week. Look for the new manager, 
who will be charged with strengthening AW’s conservation 
efforts, to be announced in late July. (Incidentally, as obser- 
vant readers might have noticed, the utility has made anoth- 
er move toward conservation in recent months, quietly drop- 
ping the word “utility” from its moniker. Goodbye, Austin 
Water Utility - hello, Austin Water.) - Katherine Gregor 


BUDGET, BONDS, AND BIG PLANS 

Hard times and planned projects to collide at city forums

Our public participation frenzy is again in full swing with two 
- count ’em, two - public input opportunities this week on 
major financial decisions facing the city: the city budget and 
the proposed November bond election. Blame the crush on the 
encroaching heat, the humidity, or maybe the fact City Council 
has one meeting left (next Thursday, June 24) until its month- 
long summer hiatus, and council members want to peruse pub- 
lic opinion in the meantime. 

Council’s plaudits for City Manager Marc Ott were few and 
far between at his annual performance evaluation, which trans- 
pired last month in the shadow of the city’s mishandling of the 
KeyPoint report on the police shooting death of Nathaniel 
Sanders II. But Ott’s strong suit, said Randi Shade in 
announcing the council’s evaluation, was his handling of the 
budget process - opening it up to create a veritable wealth of 
transparency compared to fiscal years past and host- 
ing several well-attended community meetings last 
year for citizens to prioritize services. 

The city tried to recapture that feeling this week 
with a Convention Center forum Tuesday night to 
elicit reactions to proposed budget cuts for fis- 
cal year 2011. If feelings of deja vu permeated 
the process, that’s because some $9.3 million of 
the proposals were on the table last year, too. Of 
the $45 million “menu” of proposed cuts Ott offered 
last year, some $28.3 million have been adopted, leav- 
ing $16.7 million in potential savings that could still be realized. 
“However,” Ott wrote in a memo announcing them, “several of 
the remaining menu options are no longer viable,” owing to 
changing economics, public safety contract terms, and the like. 
Of the remaining $9.3 million in proposed cuts, many “present 
difficult choices that would negatively impact services - in some 
cases significantly. My sincere hope is that the continued 
efforts of our departments to improve operational efficiencies, 
combined with the improvements that we are beginning to see 
in the local economy, will enable the city to balance its budget 
without further disruptions to services.” These oldies-but-good- 
ies include suspending the Trail of Lights, eliminating co-spon- 
sorship of special events, reducing park pool and library hours, 
delaying the 2011 police cadet class a year, and converting 
two fire engines to medical response units. 

Then there’s $19.2 million in “unmet service demands,” a wish 
list of funding for new hires and programs necessitated by growth 
and previous budget cuts, spread over 197.5 new jobs. Those 
jobs include add-backs to parks and pools maintenance, police 
positions, implementing council’s “four-person staffing” resolution 
on fire engines, growth in Code Compliance and internal depart- 
ments such as human resources, and more - and the city manag- 
er’s staff wants public input on prioritizing these demands. 

Let’s hope you haven’t satisfied your financier fantasies yet, 
because today (Thursday) there’s an open house on the trans- 


portation bond package (City Hall, 301 W. Second, 4-8 pm.) 
Earlier this week, Ott and the Transportation Department 
released their preliminary recos for the November bond elec- 
tion. In a massive press release outlining the proposal, subject 
to public and council review, the package is slated at $85 mil- 
lion, roughly half of the city’s bonding capacity, with $70.8 mil- 
lion earmarked for “immediate construction” projects and 
$14 million for design and engineering. 

Interestingly, many of the projects proposed effectively cir- 
cumvent the dais controversy over the November bond elec- 
tion - i.e., whether we can afford a targeted bond this year, 
followed by a likely rail election and an omnibus $500 million 
to $700 million bond - by procuring alternate funding mecha- 
nisms for particular projects. “Projects in the draft bond pack- 
age include studies that will be conducted in conjunction with 
regional partners and that aim to develop regional fund- 
ing solutions,” reads the release. “All projects on the 
‘A’ list of prioritized mobility needs” - those ranked 
highest on a city-developed matrix weighing commu- 
nity needs and desires - “will be addressed using 
general obligation bonds or other means of avail- 
able funding.” That means some highly prioritized 
projects, like the Downtown bike boulevard and 
other new bike lanes, 1-35 improvements, and pre- 
liminary work on urban rail, aren’t even part of the 
$85 million bond but are still listed among the bond proj- 
ects, as not to skew the prioritization results, we suppose. 

The projects that could be funded in the November bond 
election represent a multimodal mix of roads, sidewalks, 
trails, and public transportation: $17 million - 10% of the 
city’s total bonding capacity of $170 million - for the Lady Bird 
Lake boardwalk, completing the trail system around the lake; 
$2 million to pave the way for rapid bus lines on Guadalupe/ 
Lavaca; $8 million to rework the Third Street/Lance Armstrong 
Bikeway corridor; $1 million for pedestrian improvements for 
upcoming Waller Creek redevelopment Downtown, and much 
more. “The variety of mobility improvements included in the 
bond package proposal reflects the importance of multiple 
forms of travel to reduce congestion and our reliance on cars 
alone,” Assistant City Manager Robert Goode says on the 
website announcing the allocations (www.austinstrategicmobility. 
com). “The City of Austin should build the infrastructure that 
supports walkable and cycling environments and promotes 
long-term sustainable mobility that is better for our pocket- 
books and the environment.” 

The juxtaposition of the two public events raises two oppos- 
ing questions: facing a budget shortfall that necessitates a 
property tax rise, should the city consider another increase via 
the transportation bonds? Or on the other hand, facing our 
growth, can we afford not to? ■

Do As We Say 

Despite my sardonic sniping, as a reason- 
ably rabid sports fan - at the moment 
simultaneously and fruitlessly tracking the 
NBA finals, the White Sox’s annually fritter- 
ing hopes, and the World Cup - I can’t 
claim much ideological purity as an inde- 
pendent commentator on the business of 
sports. And that’s what we’re talking about: 
business - despite all the reflexive genuflec- 
tion to public education and “student-ath- 
letes,” many of whom, now with additional 
reason, are undoubtedly wondering, 
“What’s in it for me?” 

University athletics is state capitalism on a 
grand scale, as the athletes gamble their bod- 
ies and skilled labor (at cost) and the public 
education system provides state-sponsored 
minor leagues to massive private-profit enter- 
prises - both the professional leagues and 
the broadcasting networks that massively 
underwrite them all. It is what it is - 1 under- 
stand that neither the NFL nor ESPN is 
about to start assuming the considerable 
public investments necessary for sustaining 
their development league, aka the NCAA. 
What’s tiresome and deceptive is the endless 
hypocritical rhetoric and one-sided enforce- 
ment of the ennobling virtues of “amateur 
athletics.” Coaches, administrators, and uni- 
versities aggressively seek the highest bidders 
- but let a “student-athlete” do the same, 
and all hell breaks loose: disqualification, 
public humiliation, economic sanctions. 

Can anybody here say “monopoly”? 

Off to the Races 

Which brings me, by devious indirection, 
to the city of Austin’s latest flirtation with 
big-time international sports, the proposed 
Formula One racetrack. Although born and 
bred a Hoosier, I’ve never developed any 
particular affection for the relentless droning 
of automobile engines, next to which the 
bleating of a million vuvuzelas sounds like 
the music of the spheres. But I don’t begrudge 
other folks their entertainments, and I find 
the early environmental objections to the 
project unpersuasive (they’ll bum a lot of 
gas, like the rest of Texas) and the “cultural” 
ones - when “not Austin culture” means 
“things I don’t like to do” - laughable. 


That said, it’s not at all clear that we’re not 
about to buy a pig in a poke, a suspicion made 
more tangible by the official refusal to release 
much of any information concerning either 
the initial negotiations (which reportedly 
took place through the offices of state Comp- 
troller Susan Combs and state Sen. Kirk Wat- 
son, and perhaps the governor) or whatever 
concrete plans must exist to actually get the 
thing done. We’ll be given the usual excuses 
for secrecy: proprietary information and pro- 
tection against unfair competition, when the 
real issue (once again) is investing public 
dollars and infrastructure in what amounts 
to a private (and even foreign) monopoly. 

We’re already hearing the somewhat cred- 
ible argument that the public investment will 
be returned manifold in city and state taxes. 
Yet as the man said to Madoff, if it’s such a 
great deal, why are the details secret? Just 
like “amateur athletics,” the weasel words 
“free enterprise” are supposed to explain and 
defend everything, most specifically when 
the public is assuming the external and indi- 
rect costs for a massive profit that will be 
overwhelmingly privatized. 

Beyond those introductory questions, it’s 
worth asking whether Austin is increasingly 
in danger of creating a tourism-based econo- 
my, with all the cyclical risks of that strategy 
and, more dangerously, the two-tiered class 
structure that comes with it. Will we find 
ourselves depending for our incomes on 
visiting businessmen and tourists, while 
expanding a growing underclass of service 
labor - underpaid, undereducated, and 
without the resources for a sustainable qual- 
ity of life, or even affordable housing? That 
debilitating trend would of course put even 
more strain on the same public resources 
supposedly funded by the sales taxes drop- 
ping from the tables of the race-car, music, 
and football tourists. 

I hope somebody with a hand in all these 
secret negotiations is asking at least some of 
these questions, although in my experience, 
when economic boosterism is the boardroom 
subject, such homeboy impertinence is con- 
sidered very bad form. If that’s the case here, 
we should expect to hear a whole lot about 
long-term and unequivocal commitments 
and very little about who gets left holding the 
bag when the deal goes down. ■

ACC Run-off: Villarreal Takes the Day 


It wasn’t the most highly watched elec- 
tion, but the Austin Community College 

board of trustees run-off briefly held some 
drama for at least one person: the winner, 

Vic Villarreal. 

“For about an hour, hour and a half, I had 
only a 90-vote lead and wasn’t certain it 
would hold up,” said Villarreal, an adjunct 
professor of management at ACC and former 
Leander City Council member. 

That hour or so would have been the 
time between the release of early voting 
results and the point when the election 
day boxes started coming in. At the 7pm 


close of polls, the race was much closer 
than it later turned out to be - early voting 
results showed Villarreal with 2,403 to 
Luminex Corp. Vice President David 
Reiter’s 2,313 - a mere 51% lead. “We 
both had excellent early vote strategy,” 
Villarreal said. But Villarreal surged hard 
on Saturday, cleaning up 59% of the day’s 
votes for a final total of 55%. Turnout was 
a pathetic 1.7% of registered voters. 

Villarreal and Reiter got into the run-off 
after emerging from the first-round vote in 
May, taking 39% and 25% respectively in a 
four-candidate field. 

Villarreal will be resign- 
ing his professorship 
soon as per legal 
requirements for board 
service. “There are 
some immediate priori- 
ties, and then there’s 
some other kind of inter- 
mediate priorities,” he 
said the next day, look- 
ing ahead to his board 
service. “Right now, the 
immediate priority is 
passing the fiscal year 
2011 budget and then 
also beginning the pro- 
cess of selecting the 
new ACC president.” 

Five days before the run- 
off, ACC President 
Stephen Kinslow 
announced that he would 
retire when his contract 
expires in June 2011, 
after six years at the 
helm and 34 years of 
service to ACC. “Between 
now and the end of the 
year, and it might even go 
into January, I think we’re 
going to be working very 
diligently not only to craft 
our process, but also 
thinking through the pro- 
cess and vetting candi- 
dates and selecting final- 
ists,” Villarreal said.

AISD Race: Barksdale Prevails 


It’s pretty much accepted knowledge in 
politics that no matter how bad the turn- 
out for an election, it’s always worse for a 
run-off. Yet on June 12, not only did 

Tamala Barksdale beat out Julie Cowan 

to become the new at-large Position 9 
member of the Austin Independent 
School District board of trustees, but 
they both beat accepted wisdom by getting 
more Austinites interested in the race and 
their individual candidacies than in the 
first round. 

While overall turnout was low - 9,459 
voters, or 2.5% of registered voters - it was 
still a narrow improvement over the May 8 
turnout of 8,962 (2.4%). There was an early- 
evening scare on election day for Barksdale 
when Cowan posted a tiny 49-vote lead in 
early voting results. Yet Barksdale dominat- 
ed on the day, taking 59% of election day 
votes to finally close the deal with a 54.5% 
to 45.5% victory. Drilling down into the num- 
bers, it’s clear that both candidates 
improved from the first round: Cowan sur- 
prised expectations by picking up an extra 
973 votes; Barksdale took her first-round 
total and added 1,493. She put the 
increase down to “good old-fashioned grass- 
roots campaigning. ... I think between the 
general election and the run-off, the race 
got more attention from the media, and 
clearly Julie and I worked really hard to get 


our folks back out to the polls and get new 
folks out as well.” 

Cowan put her gains down to what she 
learned about campaigning during the first 
round and suggested that while Barksdale 
swept the board with endorsements, Cowan 
gained support as the perceived alternative 
candidate. More broadly, she added, “More 
people paid attention, because when it got 
down to the two of us, it got down to specif- 
ics.” Now that the election is over, she wished 
Barksdale good luck and added, “She will do 
a fine job.” As for the improved turnout for the 
run-offs and what it says about voter interest 
in AISD, she said, “It still was an abysmal 
turnout, but it gives us some hope.” 

Expanding interest in the district 
will fall under Barksdale’s pur- 
view as one of AISD’s two at- 
large members and a public 
relations professional. Admitting 
that it’s no small challenge, she 
said, “Parents know generally 
that there’s a school board, but 
the community at large is a little 
underinformed.” Her plan is to continue 
outgoing trustee Karen Dulaney Smith’s 
outreach to elected officials at the city and 
county levels. For the district to be involved in 
broader conversations, she said, “There has 
to be a presence and face, and I’m prepared 
to be that.” - Richard Whittaker

ACC Empire 

The election results weren’t the only big news for Austin Community College this past week - 
expansion plans seem to be rolling along. On June 8, the board of trustees certified petitions from 
residents of San Marcos Consolidated Independent School District, Elgin ISD, and McDade ISD seek- 
ing annexation into ACC’s taxing district. If voters in those school districts approve annexation in 
November, students there would become eligible for cheaper in-district tuition and ACC would be 
inclined to build facilities in those areas. The expansion news was followed by the dual announce- 
ments that ACC President Stephen Kinslow will retire in June 2011 and that the college has entered 
into a contract to buy 87 acres in Bastrop, another school district that will vote on annexation in 
November (North Hays CISD also will vote). And on Tuesday, ACC officially put out a call for architects 
to design possible campuses in Bastrop, Elgin, Kyle/Buda, and San Marcos. - Lee Nichols

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The Pride Divide’s Aftermath 


When Chad Peevy became president of 
the Austin Gay and Lesbian Chamber of 
Commerce in 2009, he told the Chronicle he 
was working to build “a sense of community 
that is inclusive.” In the wake of this year’s 
chamber-led Pride festival on June 5, which 
saw a large portion of the LGBT community 
mount a parallel parade and celebration 
under the QueerBomb banner, major ques- 
tions remain about how successful this new 
“inclusive” Pride really was. 

QueerBomb’s event is estimated to have 
attracted around 1,000 attendees. A pre- 
sentation on attendance and revenue at 
the Pride events was made to the chamber’s 
Austin Gay and Lesbian Pride Foundation 
board on June 15. After initially promis- 
ing to brief the Chronicle on the numbers, 
board members said that they had decided 
to leave all media inquiries to Peevy, who had 
not returned several requests for an inter- 
view by press time. One person awaiting the 
results with more interest than most is former 
AGLCC President Jimmy Flannigan, who was 
unceremoniously sacked by the chamber two 
days after last year’s Pride test (see “AGLCC 
Ousts President in Pride’s 
Wake,” June 12, 2009). 

Flannigan said he had 
deliberately withdrawn 
from all community activ- 
ism over the last year. 

“My presence would 
have been challenging,” 
he said, “just because 
of what the chamber 
was doing with Pride. 

They were everywhere.” 

If he had been involved 
at any level with any 
group, he felt he could 
have been blamed for 
any failures by the 
chamber. Hard as it was 
to withdraw from activ- 
ism after a decade, he 
said, “I needed them to fail on their own, 
and I knew they would, and then they did.” 

The existence of QueerBomb reflects social 
divides within the LGBT community, with the 
chamber going so far as to cancel contracts 
with performers they thought might be support- 
ive of QueerBomb (see “Split Pride: Gay Event 
Plans Marred by Tension,” June 4), so the big 
saving grace for the chamber may have to be 
the money. On April 8, council passed a resolu- 
tion making Austin Pride an official annual city 
co-sponsored event, meaning a permanent waiv- 
er of all city fees (previously those fees had 
been waived by individual council actions). The 
resolution cited an AGLCC estimate of 45,000 
attendees and that the event contributes 
between $1.5 million and $2.5 million to the 
economy. An earlier draft had incorrectly 
claimed that this calculation came from the 
Austin Convention & Visitors Bureau, but that 
was amended before council took action. 
(According to former chamber board member 
Ceci Gratias, no formal economic impact study 
has ever been done.) Complicating the calcula- 
tions was the fact that in previous years Pride 


had generally coincided with other major local 
events, such as the Republic of Texas Biker 
Rally, making it very difficult to separate which 
tourist dollars were attributable to each event. 
As for the AGLCC estimate, Gratias said, “I 
don’t know where they got the numbers from.” 
The AGLCC assumed sole responsibility for 
Pride last year, and the cost and scale of the 
two Pride events it organized are very different. 
Last year, the Pride festival was held at Republic 
Park Square, admission was $5, and the city 
waived all fees for the festival and the Pride 
parade. This year, while the city once again 
waived all fees for the street events, the festival 
moved to the Long Center and admission was 
$10. To reflect the family-friendly tone sought by 
the chamber, there were more all-ages events - 
others, such as the 4th Street Block Party, were 
restricted to those age 21 and older. 

Along with ticket prices, rates for vendor 
booths were higher than last year. Due to 
changes in location and rental terms, Gratias 
said, “It’s not an apples-to-apples comparison,” 
but booth costs increased while the number of 
complimentary volunteer passes dropped from 
five per vendor in 2009 to two in 2010. For a 
small nonprofit to have the 
same space and staff as 
last year, she said, “I start- 
ed looking at the numbers, 
and it would cost about 
160 bucks more.” 

How the final balance 
sheet works out may pro- 
vide a long-overdue con- 
text to Flannigan’s remov- 
al in 2009. The chamber 
initially announced that 
he had resigned. The 
chamber issued a press 
release to that effect on 
June 9, 2009, saying that 
Flannigan had “stepped 
down” but were forced to 
retract it after the outgo- 
ing president publicly 
refuted the claim. After Flannigan’s firing, 

Peevy told the Chronicle, “That press release 
was issued in hopes of saving face for 
Jimmy.” “They lied,” said Flannigan, adding 
that he is still looking for a definitive reason 
for his firing. When the board removed him, 
he said, he was “told repeatedly that it wasn’t 
about Pride.” However, at the time, the board 
publicly justified his firing because of com- 
plaints from vendors and a lack of planning. 
Last year, Peevy told the Chronicle, “Pride cost 
$75,000 to put on, and what people don’t 
know is that we went into that nearly $40,000 
shy.” He blamed that financial exposure on 
Flannigan’s unilateral decisions and said that 
was why the decision was made to remove 
him early. But Flannigan, who was term-limited 
as president to the end of 2010, said the 
board acted preemptively. Conflicts with 
groups within the community were already 
apparent, and Flannigan said that board mem- 
bers told him they were concerned he might 
ask for their resignations over those tensions. 
He added: “[They were] right. I would have 
asked them to leave.” - Richard Whittaker

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No Discs, No Pease 


It was a sad day for local disc golfers 
when, in early June, the city of Austin 
announced the eventual shutdown of the 
course at Pease Park, along Lamar Boule- 
vard. A favorite of disc golfers for years, the 
course and its surrounding park have suf- 
fered visibly from the constant traffic and 
play of the disc golfers, the impact of the 
park’s other patrons, assaults by Mother 
Nature, and a lack of city resources to ade- 
quately fund proper maintenance. While the 
disc golfers have been hoping to work with 
the city to redesign the course at Pease and 
save it, this week that does not seem likely. 

Asked if the city will reconsider closing the 
Pease course, Parks and Recreation Depart- 
ment Director Sara Hensley said: “No, not 
really ... because I’m not going to shut it 
down until we have an alternative course. I 
want to make sure the disc golfers have 
another course that is just as good, if not 
better than Pease. I’m not going to do any- 
thing until I know another course is up and 
running - and I mean a brand-new course.” 

Hensley added that the city would like to 
work with the disc golf community to make 
the changeover as painless as possible. The 
most likely location for the new course, she 
said, would be at the Roy G. Guerrero Colo- 
rado River Park, west of Airport Boulevard 
and south of Cesar Chavez, near the 183 
interchange. But the course would not take 
away any of the land currently in use at the 
park. “This is an additional piece that’s next 
door to it. I don’t want people to get the 
impression that we’re taking away a piece of 
property that had already been master- 
planned,” Hensley said. 

The new facility would be a stand-alone 
course and not part of a multiuse park. Lou 
Moreno of the Waterloo Disc Golf Club 


commented, “There are some players - espe- 
cially people with families, couples, people 
with kids - that feel more comfortable in a 
multiuse park as opposed to being isolated.” 
Moreno did concede that Guerrero “is a good 
option, but there still is a need for disc golf 
in more Central Austin.” He listed Hancock 
Park as one location that is suitable and 
easily accessible for players, especially those 
without cars. For their part, Austin’s disc golf- 
ers have amassed thousands of volunteer 
hours working on improvements at Pease dur- 
ing their 20-plus-year history with the park. 

Hensley stressed the advantages in locat- 
ing the new course at Guerrero. “The reason 
we selected that area by Roy G. was that it 
was on the bus line, that it was an area that 
was not heavily treed, and had more open 
areas but some trees where you could work 
around it like we did at Slaughter Creek Park 
that worked so well - and truthfully, if you 
want to look at how to do a disc golf course, 
the best ones to look at are the ones that 
our disc golf friends helped us build at 
Slaughter Creek and Mary Moore Sea- 
right. And those were both done in conjunc- 
tion with disc golf groups who helped us put 
it together and do it right.” 

Hensley is quick to point out that there are 
many usage and wear issues at Pease, not 
just those related to disc golf. “There was a 
study conducted by the Lady Bird Johnson 
Wildf lower Center on Pease Park as a 
whole, and it’s not just disc golfers ... but it 
is a sport that has taken a toll on the park. 
But just as well has the weather ... and then 
of course our lack of maintenance, quite 
frankly. And it’s not our staff’s fault,” she 
added. “It’s the lack of resources.” 

“The problem is we’ve lost a lot of trees, 
and we’re wanting to go in and plant new 


Junking the Cathedral 

The Cathedral of Junk is no more. On June 
15 owner Vince Hanneman announced that 
he is demolishing the South Austin icon. The 
three-story, 60-ton tourist attraction was 
closed by the city’s Public Assembly Code 
Enforcement unit earlier this year due to 
safety concerns (see “One Man’s Junk ...” 
March 26), and since then Hanneman has 
struggled to make the structure legal. 
Hanneman, who built the structure in his 
backyard out of found items, said, “The city 
has made me alter the Cathedral so much 
that little of its original charm is left.” The 
news surprised both council, which had been 
working on a resolution to retain the struc- 
ture, and Solid Waste Services. 

Spokeswoman Jennifer Herber said that the 
Code Compliance Department was scheduled 
to reinspect the cathedral later this week and 
was optimistic that it would be within code. 
Save the Cathedral of Junk organizer Micah 
King explained that it was an artistic decision 
driven by the code changes. He said, “Vince 
felt that the Cathedral would never be what it 
once was given the concessions he felt he 
had made and the fact that his understand- 
ing was that nobody could any longer interact 
with the artwork.” - Richard Whittaker

trees. But we can’t go in and plant a bunch 
of trees when you’re throwing that disc in the 
middle of the trees. So what we want to do 
is give Pease Park a chance ... and to really 
try to get the park back to its beautiful state. 
If you look at a map or picture of this park 
back when we received this park [from] Gov. 
Pease, it was a beautiful, lush park. And now 
the foliage, if you take an aerial shot of it, 
we’ve lost a lot of our foliage, and not just 
from disc golf. 

“There’s two things, that is one. The fact 
is that we’ve gotta bring the park back. And 
two, this is also in anticipation [of a] major 
undertaking of a watershed project there, 
and it doesn’t start until next year. What we 


wanted to do was let the park rest a bit 
before they come in and start staging equip- 
ment. And they’ll be taking out a handful or 
more of those disc golf sites anyway for this 
yearlong construction.” 

The closure of the course at Pease Park is 
certainly a blow, but there is hope that the 
city and the disc golf community can work 
together to build a brand-new course almost 
as accessible as Pease. To help make that 
happen, there will be a stakeholders meeting 
Thursday, June 17, at 6:30pm at the Lamar 
Senior Activity Center (2874 Shoal Crest) on 
the Existing Conditions of Pease Park and 
Shoal Creek Greenbelt.

Polygamist’s Trial Heads to Texas? 


An Arizona judge has granted a state 
motion to dismiss charges pending against 
Warren Jeffs, the polygamous leader of the 
Mormon breakaway sect the Fundamentalist 
Church of Jesus Christ of Lattei^Day 
Saints. Jeffs, who has been locked up since 
early 2008 in Kingman, Ariz., was facing 
charges of sexual conduct with a minor. 

Prosecutors reportedly requested the dis- 
missal for a variety of reasons, including 
that Jeffs has already spent more time 
behind bars awaiting trial than he would 
have if he had been convicted of the charg- 
es. Moreover, Mohave County Attorney 
Matt Smith told reporters, Jeffs is facing 
far more serious charges in Texas, which 
could result in a far lengthier sentence. 
Dropping the charges in Arizona will help 
speed up the process of having Jeffs extra- 
dited to Texas. 

Jeffs has already been convicted of two 
counts of rape-as-accomplice in Utah in 
connection with his arranging a marriage 
between a 14-year-old girl, Elissa Walls, 
and one of her adult male relatives. Jeffs 
was sentenced to two consecutive prison 


terms of five years to life in 2007 in that 
case. He was charged in Texas in mid-2008 
in the wake of a raid by law enforcement of 
the FLDS compound, the Yearning for 
Zion Ranch just outside the West Texas 
town of Eldorado; he’s facing a bigamy 
charge and a felony sexual assault charge 
connected to his alleged sexual relation- 
ship with a minor female to whom he was 
apparently married. 

But Jeffs’ attorney Michael Piccarreta 
told The Arizona Republic that he believes 
Arizona dumped the cases against Jeffs 
because a key state witness, who also testi- 
fied in the Utah cases, has now admitted to 
making false statements in court. The 
woman, a midwife, allegedly admitted to re- 
creating and backdating records related to a 
miscarriage Walls suffered after her mar- 
riage. Those records were used as proof that 
the marriage Jeffs arranged between Walls 
and her cousin had been consummated, 
thus resulting in the accomplice-to-rape 
charges. Jeffs’ convictions in Utah are cur- 
rently on appeal.

When the deal to split management of 
the cafe between the Texas Union and 
KUT was announced May 19, station gen- 
eral manager Stewart Vanderwilt told 
the press, “We’re all family.” Yet it seems 
every family has its secrets. On May 17 
the Chronicle submitted an open records 
request for e-mails between KUT staff and 
Juan Gonzalez, vice president for stu- 
dent affairs; Soncia Reagins-Lilly. dean 
of students; and the University Unions 
from Dec. 1, 2009, onward. On June 1, 
the university administration sent a letter 
informing the Chronicle that it would need 
extra time to produce the information, 
estimating that it could deliver by June 11. 
However, instead of providing the files, on 
June 7 the administration sent another 
letter saying that it was seeking a ruling 
from Attorney General Greg Abbott as 
to whether the documents are protected 
from disclosure. 

The attorney general must issue an opin- 
ion within 45 working days, so even if he 
orders the e-mails to be released, they may 
not become available until September - 
after KUT’s August takeover of the venue. 


So what’s the current state of negotia- 
tions? According to Vanderwilt, “Our plan is to 
be open at the normal time this fall.” However, 
he added, “There are a lot of operational 
details we need to get together on, which 
we won’t be able to do until some folks get 
back from vacation at the end of the month.” 
The first concrete step will be advertising the 
position of venue manager, but Vanderwilt 
said there will also be discussions “identify- 
ing what are the core attributes that must be 
preserved, and where are the opportunities 
to expand or broaden the experience.” 

The question now is who will be involved 
in those conversations. Student Friends 
of the Cactus Cafe co-founder Hayley 
Gillespie said neither she nor her group 
had been contacted since the May 19 
press conference. And she wasn’t sur- 
prised that the university is contesting the 
Chronicle’s open records requests, 
because they’re doing the same thing to 
her. “It seems like another chapter in what 
they’ve been doing all semester,” she said, 
“which is shirking responsibility from one 
UT entity to another and floundering with it 
at every stage.” - Richard Whittaker 
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Neither Side Pleased with 
Historic Zoning Changes 



The biggest divide in the historic land- 
mark zoning debate, entertained by City 
Council last week, was whether re-examining 
the criteria used to grant landmark status 
- and its concurrent tax breaks - was a bug 
or a feature. 

Preservation proponent Laura Morrison 
ultimately fought a losing battle, offering an 
unsuccessful amendment to narrow the reso- 
lution before council to the ultimately adopted 
limitations on historic landmark nominations: 
three per month, with a 
one-nomination limit from 
any given National Register 
district or local historic dis- 
trict, to reduce the number 
of landmarks in one neigh- 
borhood. The changes will 
be implemented while the 
city develops recommenda- 
tions for a fixed cap on 
property tax exemptions. 

The changes, designed 
to address widely per- 
ceived problems with the 
city’s generous tax abate- 
ment program for historic 
landmarks (see “What’s 
Historic?,” Feb. 26), 
brought out speakers on opposite ends of 
the spectrum but seemingly satisfied neither 
camp. Mandy Dealey of the Heritage 
Society of Austin sounded notes of cau- 
tion: “We do not oppose the adoption of 


interim measures while ... a review is being 
conducted,” she said, “but cannot support” 
limits on the Historic Landmark Commis- 
sion to initiate cases, as the item does. 
Citing preservation’s “significant economic 
benefits to our city as well as a vital com- 
ponent to our quality of life,” Dealey called 
for a study of the economic benefits of his- 
toric preservation (which was included in 
the resolution), for facilitation of more local 
historic districts, and for council to “respond 
to the specious misinfor- 
mation being propagated” 
about historic landmark 
zoning’s cost. 

Those speaking in opposi- 
tion to the program - chief- 
ly ChangeAustin’s Brian 
Rodgers - were similarly 
dissatisfied with what they 
saw as half-measures. In 
his signature fashion, 
Rodgers spoke of “a gold 
rush” on his street among 
neighbors interested in tax 
breaks, not historic preser- 
vation. Showing a slide of 
a tony Enfield-area man- 
sion listed for $5.9 mil- 
lion, Rodgers said, “This guy takes the cake 
- literally, the cake, the silverware, the 
china - $45,000 annually forever,” referring 
to the homeowner’s abatement (which can 
indeed last in perpetuity, though properties 


must be inspected yearly to ensure they 
still live up to the city’s historic standards). 

Rodgers called for a blanket moratorium for 
“a few months,” pointing out that while the city 
ultimately designates what’s historic, it isn’t the 
only jurisdiction affected: “If Austin is a poor 
gatekeeper ... then AISD, ACC, Travis County 
all suffer needless tax loss.” 

“Come election time,” he continued, 
“somebody is going to run ads saying Mayor, 
Council Member Blank - insert your name 
here - voted 50 times to give these wealthy 
homeowners giant tax breaks. ... So if you 
think Jennifer Kim’s Vera Wang stemware 
played well to the populace, you can imagine 
how this will burn down a campaign.” 


When it came time for council action, 
Morrison tried to strike language calling for 
new recommendations regarding “the his- 
toric property identification and designation 
process.” She cited concerns with “opening 
up the process willy-nilly,” due to the pro- 
tracted public process that led to the cur- 
rent guidelines. She also tried to add a 
directive requiring the city work with the 
Historic Landmark Commission and other 
stakeholders to encourage preservation in 
all historically significant areas of town. 

The proposal didn’t find traction, and 
Morrison began warning of the resources a 
revision might cost the city, pointedly inquir- 
ing what would be the cost of “staff time 
for a task force that could take a year and 
a half.” But others felt a re-examination 
was warranted: Randi Shade, contradicting 
Morrison’s fears of reopening the process, 
said, “After hearing what we’ve heard today, 
I’m comfortable [with that].” 

Bill Spelman then offered an amendment 
to Shade’s substitute motion to pass the 
original resolution that would examine the 
historic landmark process in peer U.S. cities. 
Co-sponsor Mike Martinez chimed in, noting 
that while “we may not be achieving every- 
thing both sides want, [this process] is a 
start, not the end.” With that, the original 
motion passed 5-2, Morrison and Sheryl 
Cole dissenting. - Wells Dunbar 


TCEGl, EPA Air Grievances 

The Austin area will soon fail to meet federal air-quality standards for 
public health, according to projections shared by the Texas Commission on 
Environmental Quality at a June 15 public meeting in Austin. The new 
Environmental Protection Agency limit on ground-level ozone (smog) is 
expected to be lowered to 70 parts per billion (averaged over eight hours) 
in August; it has been 75 parts per billion since 2008. TCEQ projected 
that Texas regions in nonattainment for air quality soon will increase from 
three to at least eight. 

The same day, the Sierra Club again called on TCEQ to stop permitting 
coal-fired power plants because they are the largest industrial source of 
ozone-smog pollutants. Said spokeswoman Eva Hernandez: “The TCEQ has 
failed to enforce the Clean Air Act by ignoring pollution from its 17 existing 
coal plants, by recently permitting nine new coal plants, and by consider- 


ing four more proposed coal plants in Texas at a time when our state con- 
tinues to suffer serious air quality problems. This is a travesty to public 
health and the environment.” 

Meanwhile, on June 14, Texas Attorney General Greg Abbott filed a legal 
action against the EPA on behalf of TCEQ (in U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
5th Circuit in New Orleans), contesting the EPA’s recent move to disap- 
prove the Texas air permitting program. Abbott claims that the EPA was 
required to act on the Texas rules (adopted in 1995) within one year, so it 
has no standing to clean up Texas air now. The EPA’s position: Texas’ lax 
air-permitting rules violate the federal Clean Air Act and contribute to 
unsafe air quality in Texas, so the EPA is obligated to make permitting con- 
form to federal standards in order to protect the health of Texans.

BP’S GUSHER OF PR 

I hate to ask a rude question in the midst of 
a national disaster, but here goes: How much 
money is BP spending on the almost-daily full- 
page newspaper ads it’s running all across the 
country to tell us how committed the corporate 
giant is to serving the public interest? 

Oh, and a follow-up question, please: 
Instead of wasting tons of newsprint on buff- 
ing the corporate image, wouldn’t it be bet- 
ter if BP shipped that paper directly to the 
Gulf Coast to help absorb the oil that’s ooz- 
ing onshore from its well? 

But the corporate response to disaster is 
always to try papering it over with PR, which 
is why BP has quietly hired Anne Womack- 
Kolton. Who? She’s a crisis management 
consultant for a global public-relations outfit, 
and her specialty is in “high stakes communi- 
cations” and “political risk management” for 
corporate clients. Now, she’s on board with 
BP as its “head of U.S. media relations.” 

Womack-Kolton has handled oily situa- 
tions before, having been press secretary 
for Dick Cheney in the 2004 presidential 
campaign, then becoming head of the PR 
shop in George W.’s energy department. 
She had also been on Cheney’s media 
team when he caught flak for convening a 
secret energy task force at the start of the 
Bush regime. That closed-door task force, 
which included several BP executives, 
devised the industry-coddling regulatory 
policies that led directly to the current 
catastrophe gushing from BP’s well. So 
joining the oil giant is really a homecoming 
for Womack-Kolton. 

As we’ve learned from the mushrooming 
Gulf horror, BP’s interest is not in telling the 
truth to the public or the government, but in 
covering its own corporate butt and serving 
its private interests. This is why President 
Obama needs to take control away from BP’s 
executives and PR hacks now - and take 
direct charge of this national emergency. 


RIGGING THE RULES AGAINST UNIONS 

There’s one direct, grassroots way that 
workaday folks can create more fairness in 
our country’s plutocratic, corporate-con- 
trolled economy: Unite in unions. Indeed, 
some 60 million workers say they’d join a 
union today if they could. 

Well ... why can’t they? 

Because corporate chieftains and Wall 
Street financiers don’t want us hoi polloi 
having any real say over such things as off- 
shoring, downsizing, wages, benefits, and 
working conditions. So, for decades, they 
have deployed their lawyers, lobbyists, and 
politicians to rig the rules of unionization to 
keep people from joining together. 

For example, the Railway Labor Act, 
which sets union rules for railroads and air- 
lines, has a tricky little provision to side- 
track nearly all new unionizing efforts in 
these industries. When a vote is taken 
among workers to decide whether they want 
a union, all employees who do not vote are 
counted as “no” - rather than not counted 
at all, as happens with nonvoters in every 
other American election. 

However, the Obama administration has 
now repealed this absurdity, and - whoa, 
Nellie! - the airlines have gone bonkers, 
unleashing their political partisans to howl 
in protest. Sen. Johnny Isakson, R-Ga., a 
well-funded attack dog for Delta Airlines, 
stood on his hind legs to declare that delet- 
ing nonvoters from the “no” column was an 
“assault on employee rights.” 

Really, Johnny? Then how would you like 
playing by such rigged rules for your own 
elections? In his last run, 79% of eligible 
Georgians either voted against Isakson or 
did not vote - so nonvoters would’ve sound- 
ly defeated him. 

Hmmm. If it would get rid of all the 
Isaksons, maybe the nonvoter system might 
be a good thing after all - which is why hyp- 
ocrites like Isakson would never support it 
if it applied to them.

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Welcome to Capital Metro 

Whoever the new CEO turns out to be, she’ll have her hands full

By the time you read this, the Capital Metro board of directors 
may have already decided who will lead that agency into the 
future - the board has a special called meeting today (Thursday), 
likely to announce whether it has chosen New York’s Deborah 
Wathen Finn or Orlando’s Linda S. Watson as its new CEO and 
president. (See austinchronicle.com/newsdesk for latest updates.) 

Whoever gets the job, she’d better be the type who relishes 
a challenge. While a bus or train metaphor might be more 
appropriate, the phrase that comes to mind of late when most 
Central Texans think of our metro area’s transit authority is 
most likely to be “sinking ship.” 

The organization’s failures and missteps throughout its his- 
tory could easily fill an article unto itself, but just to summarize 
the past few years, Capital Metro: 

• spent down almost all of its cash reserves, which once stood 
at a healthy $200 million; 

• stopped payment of money owed to the city of Austin; 

• spent much more than anticipated in building Austin’s first 
commuter rail line; 

• took two years longer than anticipated to 
complete the line; 

• reduced bus and paratransit service while 
building the line; 

• endured a three-day strike by an unhappy 
union; and 

• sent off the retiring CEO who presided 
over these troubled years with what a state 
report characterized as a “lavish” compensation package. 

Hey, who wouldn’t want to step into a situation like that? 
Actually, there are positives. Or, at least, potential positives. 
For starters, former CEO Fred Gilliam, who presided over all 
these wrong turns, is gone - he left in October 2009 to take 
advantage of that retirement package. 

Cap Metro’s board - reviled by some as simply rubber-stamp- 
ing staff proposals and lacking the expertise needed to run a 
transit agency - was reconstituted in January by state legislation 
requiring some members to have financial and executive experi- 
ence. Only three members of the old seven-member board car- 
ried over to the new eight-member body, including Council 
Member Chris Riley, who joined the board in July 2009. 


The rail line did finally open. Whether much of anybody will 
ride it still remains to be seen. In its first few weeks of revenue 
service, few had. 

And the agency avoided going broke, narrowly. It took out a 
$10 million line of credit just in case, but has yet to touch it. 

So Watson or Wathen Finn won’t necessarily be assuming 
captaincy of the Titanic. But it won’t be an easy assignment. 

Above and before all else, that assignment starts with the 
budget. For the past year, the agency has been walking a 
financial tightrope and simply can’t afford to be careless with 
the dollars. 

In that same state report - a specially commissioned 
review by the Sunset Advisory Commission, a body normally 
devoted to auditing state agencies - the money situation was 
stated bluntly: 

“The Board took on financial liabilities without setting aside 
money to pay for its commitments, and did not adequately con- 
sider the long-term financial consequences of its decisions. At the 
same time, the Board did little to rein in the 
high costs of its basic services, and greatly 
underestimated the costs of developing com- 
muter rail. Now, with little money left in 
reserve and sales tax revenues down, Capital 
Metro’s overspending cannot be sustained .” 
It’s possible that a change in direction 
could occur after the new CEO is named, 
but the current interim management has 
been mapping out a strategy to pinch pennies and raise reve- 
nue. In a series of (unfortunately poorly attended) budget 
workshops, staff has been asking the public to rank a variety 
of unpalatable options in order of preference. 

Possible moves for raising additional revenues: increasing 
the base fare by 25 cents (it’s currently $1), increasing the 
costs of multiride passes (for example, a 24-hour pass is cur- 
rently $2, and a 31-day pass is $28), eliminating free fares 
(approximately 20% of riders currently pay nothing, includ- 
ing seniors, people with disabilities, and Medicare cardhold- 
ers), increasing the MetroAccess (paratransit) fare from any- 
where between $1.20 to $2, and increasing fares for UT and 
ACC students. 



How much that last option might actually bring in is 
uncertain, because it would require renegotiating a contract 
with both educational institutions, but Cap Metro estimates 
the other four - if all were enacted - might bring in an addi- 
tional $2.6 million total, topped by the 25-cent base fare 
increase at $1.3 million. If the free-fare customers were 
asked to pony up 25 cents - something board member and 
Leander Mayor John Cowman strongly advocates - that 
could pull in another $955,000.

“We’re not a social service agency,” said 
Cowman at a board meeting last year, a 
sentiment he has repeated many times 
since. “Twenty-five cents will take a senior 
around the city. ... Everybody should be 
paying. I don’t mean to be cruel or insensi- 
tive, but I think it’s very important that we 
empower each other and all pitch in to 
build Capital Metro.” 

Those additional dollars aren’t small change. 
Assuming projections of increased sales tax 
revenue in a rebounding economy come true 
- 1 cent of every dollar purchase within the 
Cap Metro service area currently goes to the 
transit agency; the fiscal year 2010 budget 
anticipated $134 million from this source, 
and the fiscal year 2011 budget estimates 
$140 million - that little bit of extra dough 
could be just what the CEO ordered. 

Staff currently estimates total fiscal year 
2011 expenditures at $229.6 million, but rev- 
enues at only $228.2 million. Of course, due 
to the dependency on sales tax, revenue pro- 
jections are something of a crapshoot, but in 
the past year, the tone set by Chief Financial 
Officer Randy Hume seems to be one of esti- 
mating on the conservative side. 

The measures to cut costs: 

• reducing bus service (a 3.5% reduction in 
service hours has been suggested, for a possi- 
ble $2 million saved), 

• reducing the MetroAccess service area to 
the minimum allowed by the Americans With 
Disabilities Act (within three-fourths of a mile 
of fixed bus routes, a policy already being 
implemented, but there are still 400 custom- 
ers outside that area being served; Cap Metro 
says eliminating those 400 would save another 
$1.7 million), 

• contracting out more service at lower costs 
(guaranteed to be controversial and likely to 
cause more clashes with the employees’ 
union), and 

• cutting capital spending. 

Underlying all of this strategy is the need to 
build up those depleted reserves. Perhaps the 


projected $1.4 million budget gap could be 
closed just by not putting more money into 
the bank, but that would carry its own risks. 
At the beginning of fiscal year 2010, the 
reserves were at a perilous $3.8 million. 

Current projections are that the reserves 
will rise to $14.7 million at the end of fiscal 
2010, and the fiscal 2011 draft budget 
would raise that total slightly to a still-too- 
low $16 million. If Cap Metro suddenly 
found itself in an emergency fiscal situation, 
that amount would cover only 35 days of 
operations. In its highly critical review, the 
Sunset Commission recommended that the 
agency bulk up at minimum to a two-month 
reserve ($28 million) and preferably to three 
months’ worth. 

A Tough Audience 

Simultaneously, while trying to balance 
those numbers up on the high wire, both the 
new CEO and the board will have to juggle 
various political demands. 

Advocates for people with disabilities are 
determined to keep MetroAccess service at least 
at its current levels and argue that it should go 
back to the even broader area it once served. 
The chair of Cap Metro’s Access Advisory 
Committee, Diane Bomar-Aleman, and local 
attorney Pat Bartel, both of whom have visual 
impairments, have expressed opposition to hir- 
ing Watson for the CEO job, saying the strin- 
gency of no-show policies at her Orlando transit 
agency violate the ADA (Watson denies this). 

Other disability advocates such as ADAPT will 
have little patience for capital spending being cut 
or frozen - as the Chronicle detailed earlier this 
year (see “Can’t Get There From Here,” Jan. 22), 
nearly two-thirds of Cap Metro’s 3,000 bus 
stops do not meet the current accessibility 
requirements of the ADA, and the $3 million per 
year promised to address the problem was cut in 
half in the fiscal 2010 budget. 

“I resent having to risk my life to do every- 
day things,” ADAPT activist Jennifer McPhail 


told the Chronicle back in January. “It’s been 
a problem throughout Cap Metro’s existence, 
and you can kind of live with it and be 
patient if people are making a real, sincere 
effort to provide you access, but this isn’t a 
sincere effort.” 

Cap Metro isn’t solely to blame in that lat- 
ter regard - many of those stops also don’t 
have connecting sidewalks, which is the 
responsibility of the city of Austin. Then 
again, perhaps if Cap Metro hadn’t been 
forced to stop payment on the $51 million it 
owes the city for mobility projects, the city 
might build more sidewalks. Cap Metro and 
the city recently hammered out a plan to 
resume the payments and 
get the total paid off by 
the end of the decade, 
and earlier this week, the 
city announced that five 
major sidewalk projects in 
East Austin were nearing 
completion and several 
more would be included 
in the $85 million 
November bond proposal. 

Labor - and its many 
supporters in this 
Democratic city - will be 
tough to please as well. A 
three-day strike in 
November 2008 didn’t 
exactly shut transit down, but it did hobble 
it. The union now has a contract through 
June 30, 2011, but still hounds the agency 
on various issues. In a recent luncheon with 
selected stakeholders, Watson boasted of 
implementing a two-tier wage system in 
Orlando. A similar proposal here helped 
precipitate the 2008 strike. (Somewhat sur- 
prisingly, union President Jay Wyatt told the 
Chronicle he favors Watson for the job 
because of her greater experience actually 
running a transit agency.) 

In the audit by the Sunset Commission, 
the state practically painted a target on the 
workers’ backs, saying the current labor 
arrangement “is increasingly untenable for 


Capital Metro in these financial times.” That 
arrangement, for those who haven’t fol- 
lowed this saga, is a bizarre setup necessi- 
tated by conflicting state and federal labor 
laws - the former forbids Cap Metro’s 
employees from collective bargaining, while 
the latter requires they have the right to do 
so. To get around this conflict, none of Cap 
Metro’s drivers or mechanics are technically 
employed by the agency - they work for one 
of three contractors, the best-paying of 
which, StarTran, is actually a shell corpora- 
tion created by Cap Metro. 

Sunset complained that StarTran, which 
employs most of those workers, “exists as a 
perpetual sole-source pro- 
vider that offers no better 
performance for its higher 
costs than Capital Metro’s 
two other contracted tran- 
sit providers.” Scrap the 
arrangement, Sunset said, 
and competitively bid out 
the services for the best 
deal possible. 

That’s going to create 
some painful tensions - 
board chair and Austin 
Mayor Pro Tern Mike 
Martinez launched his 
political career from the 
presidency of the Austin 
firefighters’ union. Yet, he told the state legis- 
lators on the Sunset Commission, “We view 
this report not as a recommendation but as 
marching orders.” 

Blood on the Tracks 

And then there’s the battle that could be 
bloodiest of all: rail. 

We presume Chronicle readers didn’t think 
the rail battle was over once the Red Line 
launched. If anything, it’s just begun. 

City Council is pushing to get a real light 
rail system in Austin. But after the difficulties 
of getting its Red Line up and running, senti- 
ment is strong that Cap Metro would not be

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Dump the Pump, Make a Movie 

Today (Thursday) is national Dump the Pump Day, and the ozone season has started 
- the first few ozone watch days of the year were issued by the Capital Area Metropolitan 
Planning Organization last week. 

Capital Metro is urging Austinites to leave their cars at home by offering coupons for 
a free ride, good today only. Print out the coupon from www.capmetro.org and present 
to your bus operator or MetroRail fare enforcement officer. 

If you’re really motivated, submit a video documenting your attempts not to pollute 
to CAMPO’s Hero Chronicles contest at www.ozoneheroes.com. The creator of the win- 
ning video will receive a bicycle from AJ’s Cyclery; second place gets six months of 
MetroPlus passes from Cap Metro. 

Preventing Austin from receiving sanctions from the Environmental Protection Agency 
will be harder than ever this year: The feds recently tightened the allowable ozone 
count levels, and Austin has barely made the cut in previous summers. Failure to do so 
(called “nonattainment”) can result in, among other penalties, metro areas being 
forced to obtain federal approval for transportation projects. - L.N. 


the organization to build the city’s urban 
rail. Operate it, maybe. That effort is cur- 
rently bogged down over logistical questions, 
however, which got rail booted out of a 
planned transportation bond election later 
this year. 

Meanwhile, Cap Metro is indeed planning 
another commuter rail line, this one out to 
Elgin (the “Green Line”). 

Before that goes anywhere, 

Austinites are going to 
want to see the Red Line 
work. It’s still early, but 
the Red Line is off to a 
slow start - in April, its 
first full month of revenue 
service, boardings were 
only 901 per day. 

Assuming the riders are 
using the train for its 
intended purpose - com- 
muting to work, then 
returning home - then that comes out to 
only 450 actual people per day on a train 
that cost more than $100 million to build 
and will cost $9 million annually to operate. 
In fairness, there are surely a few one-way 
trips in there, but it’s still not a massive - or 
even substantial - number. 

Even if Cap Metro reaches its stated goal 
of 1,700-2,000 boardings per day, that’s 
low enough to give rail critics like former 
Tracor CEO Jim Skaggs, former Texas 
Monthly Publisher Mike Levy, and former 
Travis County Commissioner Gerald 
Daugherty plenty of oppositional ammo. 
They can’t be written off as mere cranks - 
using the simple campaign slogan of “Rail: 
Costs Too Much, Does Too Little,” rail 
opponents built a constituency to narrowly 
defeat a more comprehensive light rail sys- 
tem at the ballot box in 2000. 

They’ll make the argument - based on the 
premise that Cap Metro is primarily a social 
service agency serving the needs of the tran- 
sit-dependent - that money spent on rail to 
pick up “choice” riders takes from the needy, 
with too little result to justify the expense. 


“Wasteful spending on ineffective trains, 
which are the least cost effective of all solu- 
tions, devastates transit service for those who 
need it and have no choice,” Skaggs told the 
Chronicle in an e-mail. 

Coming from the other direction will be 
the Downtown Austin Alliance and other 
movers and shakers who argue that Cap 
Metro is a transit agency 
serving all and must put 
the “mass” in mass tran- 
sit by attracting as many 
customers as possible. 
It’s a constituency that 
often gets what it wants, 
and it’ll make the power- 
ful counterargument that 
rail can drive sustainable 
development patterns in 
a way that bus service 
never will. 

The Gang’s All Here 

And all of this occurs in a city where local 
politics are considered a full-contact sport 
(notwithstanding the regularly dismal turn- 
out at the ballot box). It’s a culture that for- 
mer CEO Gilliam didn’t handle well, operat- 
ing behind a veil of public information offi- 
cers and press releases rather than fully 
engaging the community. When publicized 
properly, a Capital Metro public hearing can 
fill a room with some very vocal critics. 

The two candidates have already been 
exposed to how involved locals can be 
through the hiring process thus far: “Certainly 
Austin is the poster child for public engage- 
ment,” said a rather surprised-sounding 
Wathen Linn at last month’s public forum - 
held after a whirlwind day of meetings with 
community stakeholders and board mem- 
bers. “I think I’m going to write a story 
about this process, because I don’t think any 
of the other [transit] agencies have done it 
quite this way.” 

Welcome to Austin, Ms. Watson or Ms. 
Wathen Linn. Have fun. ■

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A Night in Barcelona

Place: Barcelona, Spain. Time: 1937. Dramatis 
Personae: 

Eileen O’Shaughnessy, 31. Violet eyes, pale 
skin, dark hair. Wears no makeup. Dresses 
inattentively. Friends’ descriptions: “a look of 
disarming innocence”; “bright, argumentative, 
provocative”; “rather tough”; “one can never 
be certain if she is being serious or facetious.” 
Recently married to Eric Blair. 

Eric Blair, 33. Writes under the name 
“George Orwell”; thus far, has had little suc- 
cess. Formerly a policeman in Burma. Six foot 
three, thin, smokes incessantly. China-blue 
eyes. Friends’ descriptions are paradoxical: 
“affable” yet “aloof”; “mild” yet “outrageous”; 
“awkward” yet “imposing”; “an immense 
charm very difficult to define”; “shy” yet 
“absolutely fearless.” 

Georges Kopp, 34. Nationality 
uncertain. Fluent in several lan- 
guages. Burly. Friends’ descrip- 
tions: “brash”; “wise”; “jovial”; 

“had all the gallantries”; “a mer- 
cenary with a good heart”; “he 
was everything Orwell wasn’t.” 

Commands a battalion in the 
Spanish Republic’s fight against 
Francisco Franco’s fascist coup. 

Toward the end of my screenplay, 
Barcelona, these three await an attack in which 
they may be killed. Kopp and Eileen are in a 
fortified hotel. Kopp has ordered Orwell to a 
post across the street. 

INT. LOBBY, HOTEL POUM - 3am-ish. Men 
and women sleep any old way beside their anti- 
quated rifles. Kopp sits warily by a window. 

ON EILEEN, leaning against a wall. Draws a 
cigarette from a pack - her last. Crumples the 
pack. Goes to Kopp. Lights up, takes a drag, hands 
it to Kopp. He takes a drag and hands it back. 

EILEEN: This may be the last anti-Stalinist 
cigarette in Barcelona. 

KOPP: Then we shall have to surrender. 

EILEEN: I see no other choice. 

They smile ruefully and intimately. 

I like them that way, awaiting doom with 
a humor and a detachment that we seem to 
have lost when contemplating our various 
possible dooms. 

My commission was to write a movie based 
on Orwell’s Homage to Catalonia, his account 
of the Spanish Civil War. My employer was 
an English director who liked and didn’t like 
me. I liked and didn’t like him. In his high- 
ceilinged manor house (straight out of a BBC 
miniseries), he sometimes rang David Lean 
(director of Lawrence of Arabia, Doctor Zhivago) 
and outlined to Lean our disagreement of the 
day. Before handing me the phone, he’d say, 
“David, do please explain to Michael why he 
is wrong.” 


I was supposed to be intimidated. I was, a 
little. Mostly, I thought it was fun. It was only 
a matter of time until I was fired. That was 
not fun. 

Our major disagreement concerned Eileen 
and Kopp. 

Thick volumes have not sufficiently 
explained the Spanish Civil War, but, more or 
less, it went like this: 

The liberal Spanish Republic granted more 
and more rights to Spanish workers, many 
of whom were socialists and anarcho-syndi- 
calists. This made the United States, Great 
Britain, and France nervous; it was the Great 
Depression, and they feared revolutions at 
home more than wars with fascist foreign 
powers. As for Spanish conservatives and the 
Spanish Catholic Church, they were 
furious. General Francisco Franco 
staged a coup. Spain’s army was 
largely on Franco’s side, so the 
Republic armed the workers. 
Civil war ensued. 

Hitler’s Nazi Germany and 
Mussolini’s fascist Italy support- 
ed Franco with military wares 
and troops. Though Spanish 
workers were fighting fascism, the 

United States, Great Britain, and France 
gave no military aid, but adventurers from 
many nations came to join the fight to save 
the Spanish Republic - among them, Eric Blair 
(Orwell), his wife Eileen, and Georges Kopp. 

Stalin’s Soviet Union sent military aid, but 
with a catch. Its arms went only to Spain’s 
Stalinists. They grew stronger as many joined 
them (because they had the best weapons). 
But anti-Stalin socialists and anarchists resist- 
ed Stalinist domination. What with these pro- 
Republic factions disagreeing about everything 
big and little, often violently, the Republic lost 
the war. 

On the night in question, Stalinists 
denounced all anti-Stalinists as traitors. 
Stalinist forces surrounded anti-Stalinist 
Barcelona. An attack was expected at dawn. 
Outnumbered and outgunned, Barcelona 
refused surrender. As Orwell would write: “In 
this game that we’re playing, we can’t win. 
Some kinds of failure are better than other 
kinds, that’s all.” 

Instead of attacking, the Stalinists declared 
a false peace; then they began a campaign of 
assassinations and arrests. Kopp was impris- 
oned until the civil war’s end. Eileen and 
Orwell barely escaped Spain. 

Enter me, 50 years after the fascist 
victory, trying to make a coherent story 
of these complexities. Reading many 
accounts, I came upon consistent discrep- 
ancies. Battalion commander Kopp was 


often absent from his duties, accompanied 
by Eileen. The night before the expected 
Stalinist attack, Kopp ordered Orwell to 
a rooftop across the street from their bar- 
ricaded hotel, to cover the entrance; Kopp 
and Eileen remained in the hotel. I sus- 
pected a romance. (Orwell barely hints at 
this in Homage to Catalonia.) 

I interviewed Orwell’s surviving Spanish 
Civil War comrades. Speaking of Eileen, 
Jon Kimche said, “There was this man 
Kopp - I think she rather liked him.” Bob 
Edwards, Orwell’s platoon leader, said, “Oh, 
it was quite true.” Stafford Cottman agreed. 
Asked if Orwell suspected an affair, Cottman 
believed so: “Maybe he thought of his 
own peccadilloes. He would be fair-minded 
enough to be tolerant about this.” 

In my business that’s called “confirmation.” 
My director would have none of it. Nor would 
the Orwell estate. I had the peculiar idea that 
the human truth was as important as the 
political truth. Exit me. 

Kopp and Orwell, in spite of their rivalry, 
admired each other. They and Eileen shared 
the conviction that in a losing battle there 
is always something that can be won: your 
own integrity, your own dignity. And they 
believed what Mexico’s Emiliano Zapata 
said, words the Spanish workers often quot- 
ed: “It is better to die on your feet than to 
live on your knees.” 

I’ve recited the dialogue quoted below to 
friends who judge it cynical. I gesticulate 
wildly and say: “You’re not getting it! These 
aren’t the words of a man on the sidelines. 


This is a man in the midst of the struggle 
- a man who’d go on to spy for the French 
Resistance and be captured and tortured 
by the Gestapo. This is a man who’ll sleep 
with his friend’s wife, yes, but he’ll fight 
for the good, even if he’s certain he hasn’t 
a chance.” 

To which one friend replied: “Stay away 
from my wife.” 

INT. HOTEL POUM. NIGHT. ON EILEEN AND 
KOPP. She has the cigarette. Smoke swirl catch- 
es the light. 

EILEEN: It’s horrible to be English in a crisis 
when there is no tea. 

KOPP: You’d think the telephones would be 
out. There’s no food, no electricity, but I could 
ring up the Stalinists if I thought it would do 
any good. 

EILEEN: What will happen? 

KOPP: Every day of my life, I will think 
of you. 

EILEEN (pleased and irritated): I mean - 
the situation. 

KOPP: Ah, the situation. It will get worse. 
For some, it will be very, very bad. Then it 
will get better - for some, it will be very, very 
good. Then things will get worse, then things 
will get better - 

EILEEN: Stop it. 

KOPP (fiercely): - and worse and better and 
worse and better - 

EILEEN: Damn you. 

KOPP: - and this will go on and on and on, 
no matter what anyone says or thinks or does. 
And, as it goes on, every day of my life I will 
think of you. ■

Two years later, 'back at City Hall 


It was June 2008 when the 
CreateAustin Cultural Master Plan 
that had been commissioned by the 
city was first presented to City 
Council. The plan’s 33 recommenda- 
tions, representing almost two years 
of work by hundreds of citizens pro- 
viding input through interviews, com- 
munity forums, and task force meet- 
ings, offered a blueprint for develop- 
ing the city’s creative landscape 
over the coming decade. But they 
received no endorsement from City 
Council that day. The only action 
taken by the body was to direct city 
staff to study the cost of creating a 
Department of Arts and Culture, one 
of the top three CreateAustin recom- 
mendations. And it took nearly a 
year for that study to be reported on 
to council, along with one on the 
cost of creating a Department of 
Music (a recommendation of the Live 
Music Task Force). 

Given the lack of 
enthusiasm for either 
of those cash-inten- 
sive options as laid 
out by the City 
Manager’s Office - 
understandable in 
these economic hard 
times - the chances 
of this cultural mas- 
ter plan ever gaining 
the council’s seal of 
approval seemed 
slim at best. 

And yet, here we are, another year 
down the road, and just after the 
second anniversary of Create Austin’s 
presentation to council, the plan is 
scheduled to come back before the 
body for a vote. Council Member 
Laura Morrison has taken the lead 
in resuscitating the move for 
endorsement, working toward it for 
much of the past year with the 
CreateAustin Leadership Team and 
lining up Mayor Lee Leffingwell and 
Mayor Pro Tern Mike Martinez to co- 
sponsor the resolution at the June 24 
council meeting. In the litany of 
whereases that precede the resolu- 
tion proper, the text acknowledges 
both the creative sector’s $2 billion 
economic impact on the city and the 
work that CreateAustin activists 
have continued to do to implement 
the plan even without the city’s 
endorsement, such as taking active 
roles in the city’s other long-range 


planning initiatives and establishing 
a Creative Alliance that will serve 
individuals, organizations, and busi- 
nesses in music, film, the arts, and 
every creative field. (Full disclosure: 
As someone who’s been active in 
CreateAustin from 2006 to the pres- 
ent, I’ve been involved in some of 
these efforts.) 

Included in that work has been 
securing support for the resolution 
on and off the council. In the run-up 
to the June 24 meeting, Ballet 
Austin Executive Director Cookie 
Ruiz, who has been driving the 
CreateAustin process since the 
beginning and leading its implemen- 
tation efforts over the past two 
years, has secured the approval of 
the Austin Music Commission and 
will seek the same from the Arts 
Commission at its meeting next 
Monday. Little is left to do but 

encourage the communi- 
ty to crowd into council 
chambers on June 24 
and see this plan that 
affects everyone in the 
creative sector - musi- 
cians, filmmakers, 
actors, visual artists, 
game designers, chore- 
ographers, fashion 
designers, comedians, 
you name it - finally get 
its due from the city. 

But the endorsement 
will do more than provide 
some closure for the many communi- 
ty participants in the Cultural Master 
Plan. It directs the city manager to 
help establish a City/Community 
Accountability Task Force to oversee 
and track the implementation of the 
plan (its No. 1 recommendation); to 
direct city staff to keep exploring 
ways to consolidate creative enter- 
prise services, programs, and resourc- 
es in city government (the No. 3 rec- 
ommendation); and to see to it that 
the current city Comprehensive Plan, 
aka Imagine Austin, include the cre- 
ative sector as a vital economic com- 
ponent in its planning process and 
integrate CreateAustin’s plan into 
the final recommendations of the 
Comprehensive Plan. 

It’s a major move forward for the 
creative community and a long time 
coming. Don’t you want to be there 
on June 24 to show council how 
much it matters? - Robert Faires

Three on a match 

Kathy Dunn Hamrick isn’t going to let just any dance troupe share a 
bill with the company that bears her name. Her decision to include 
Chaddick Dance Theater and Arm strong/ Bergeron Dance Company in the 
program An Evening of Contemporary Dance, running this week at Ballet 
Austin’s Austin Ventures StudioTheater, was made with the deliberate 
care of a designer or, as she herself puts it, a curator. She saw their 
work as being grounded in artistic and aesthetic considerations similar 
to her own and felt their collaboration would yield dances that were not 
only complementary to her own but contrasting as well. And that would 
prove illuminating for audiences. Here, she shares with the Chronicle 
how this evening came about. - R.F. 


Austin Chronicle: Flow did you 
come to know the work of these 
other companies and the choreog- 
raphers who run them? 

Kathy Dunn Hamrick: Christine 
Bergeron performed with my com- 
pany before becoming director of 
the dance program at Texas A&M 
University and co-director of 
Arm strong/ Bergeron Dance 
Company. As it turns out, all three 
dance faculty members at A&M - 
Christine, Carisa Armstrong, and 
Katy Byrne - are showing works in 
our upcoming concert. 

After 22 successful artistic sea- 
sons in San Francisco, Cheryl 


Chaddick moved to Austin in 2007 
and formed Chaddick Dance 
Theater. Both Cheryl and I teach 
modern dance in the community, 
direct our own dance companies, 
and share similar goals, passions, 
and struggles. Together, we’re put- 
ting up a united front! 

AC: In the press release , you’re 
quoted as saying that you chose 
Chaddick and Armstrong / 
Bergeron very deliberately , from a 
curatorial standpoint. What is 
that common ground that you 
see in these two companies that 
make them complementary to 
your own company? 


KDH: All three companies empha- 
size mastery of modern dance 
technique, movement invention, 
and the craft of choreography. The 
six participating choreographers 
are going into their own separate 
studios with the same intention: to 
coerce bodies into a work of art 
that reveals something about them 
and connects with something in 
you, the viewer. Though all the cho- 
reographers share this common 
ground in the studio, it is striking 
to me how different the dances will 
be once they are completed. This 
is exactly what continues to excite 
me as a dancer, teacher, choreog- 
rapher, audience member, and 
human being: the endless possibili- 
ties to experience something new 
and meaningful. 

AC: What did you hope to see in a 
program that incorporated these 
three companies? Did you suggest 
anything to Cheryl Chaddick or 
Christine Bergeron in terms of the 
kind of dances that they should cre- 
ate for the show? Did the three of 
you collaborate in any way on the 
program or talk about the dances 
as you were developing them? 

KDH: Having been a professional 
choreographer for almost 30 years, 
it’s not often that someone shows 
me something I haven’t already 
seen or done myself. However, 
knowing these two companies as I 
do, I have no doubt they will offer 
me, and the audience, an element 
of surprise, a moment of striking 
beauty, and a truthful experience. 

In terms of artistic criteria, that’s 
how I define a successful perfor- 
mance and why I chose these par- 
ticular companies. 

AC: What common ground do you 
think the audience will see in the 
three dances? And what are those 
differences among them that you 
find so striking? 

KDH: The most obvious similarity 
among the companies is that all 
three companies dance, and I’m 
talking virtuosic, often athletic, 
finely tuned dancing. That’s not to 
say there isn’t also attention paid 
to stillness, gesture, or pedestrian 
movements, because those ele- 
ments are definitely part of our 
movement vocabulary, but we are 
all drawn to the acute physicality 
of dance. Even so, the range of 
dances is remarkable. Each and 
every one is a unique portrait of 
its choreographer - and its danc- 
ers - at this one very brief 
moment in time.

The Thousand-

Austin gets the world jazzed about classical guitar

At 10am on a weekday morning in June, you 
expect local teens to be marking the summer 
break in the time-honored ways: minimum- 
wage-slaving it in some mall retail outlet, 
catching rays at Barton Springs, sleeping in. 
But on this second Tuesday of the month, 1 1 
youths have forsaken the usual rituals of the 
season to be in a classroom at Austin High, 
polishing their skills at making music. 

And you can tell by the bearing all 1 1 share 
- left foot up on a footrest, instrument resting 
against the inner left thigh, left hand on the 
fingerboard, right hand hovering lightly over 
the strings, eyes focused on the instructor as 
he demonstrates how to play a section - that 
they’re intent on the task. This is no forced 
detention, no time filler to occupy restless 
adolescents out of school. These kids are pres- 
ent, engaged with the material, determined to 
learn. See, they have a gig lined up - a big gig. 
They’re two weeks out from playing on the 
stage of Dell Hall, where they will be joining 
189 other young musicians to premiere a new 
work by Graham Reynolds. And they won’t be 
playing for just a hometown crowd; their audi- 
ence will include classical guitar enthusiasts 
from around the world. 

Hold on a minute, you say. Classical gui- 
tar? That was all the rage back when Andres 
Segovia was The Man, but it hasn’t had 
much cultural currency since the Eisenhower 
administration, has it? In fact, wasn’t classical 
guitar’s last big moment on the cultural radar 
the year that Nixon got elected - you know, 
when Mason Williams strummed his way to 
the top of the charts with “Classical Gas”? 

Maybe, but in Central Texas, classical guitar 
is making a comeback that would have Segovia 
giddy. Middle school and high school students 


are taking up the instrument every year now 
by the hundreds - that’s right, hundreds - and, 
despite having little or no prior experience 
with it, are rapidly developing into players of 
the first class. They’re consistently winning 
top rankings at statewide solo and ensemble 
contests, and more than a few are being 
offered scholarships to further their studies 
at the college level. The University of Texas at 
Brownsville and Texas Southmost College host 
a national contest for classical guitar ensembles 
at which the McCallum Fine Arts Academy 
has taken first place in the high school large 
ensemble category four years running. And 
this year, Lamar Middle School took the top 
prize in the middle school division. In the 
Guitar Foundation of America’s international 
youth competition, which routinely draws the 
creme de la creme of young guitarists from 
some two dozen countries, Austin students 
have made it to the finals round five times in 
recent years, and in 2006 one of them, Thales 
Smith, won the youth division. That’s a record 
that no other city in the country can claim. 

The Guitar Foundation of America is hip to 
that fact, which is one of the reasons that it’s 
been eager to bring that international competi- 
tion, along with the GFA’s annual convention, 
to our town for some time. “For six years, 
they’ve been asking us to host this event,” 
says Matthew Hinsley, executive director 
of the Austin Classical Guitar Society, which 
is bringing the festivities to the Long Center 
June 22-27. This isn’t just another case of con- 
ventioneers wanting to party down in the live 
music capital of the world. For this crew, Austin § 
is a new center for the musical form they love, a 
place where classical guitar is in the ascendant, 
is reaching a new generation, is cool. 


Much of the credit for that goes, quite natu- 
rally, to the Austin Classical Guitar Society, an 
organization that may not be as well-known in 
its hometown as it is recognized and admired 
in musical circles beyond the city limits. 
“We have a good reputation in the classical 
guitar world,” Hinsley says. Asked what his 
organization has done to earn its good name, 
he explains: “First, we’ve had a robust inter- 
national concert series for 15 years. We’ve 
had all the greatest classical guitarists in the 
world - several of them multiple times - and 
many of the rising stars. We take good care 
of our artists when they’re here, and that has 
helped our reputation to spread. We’re one 
of the largest entities of our kind ever. And 
the thing that sets us apart is our education 
program. There is no parallel program in the 
United States. We’re seeing almost 700 kids 
a day now in 15 schools, and that’s growing 
dramatically all the time.” 

Yes, as you may have guessed, it’s ACGS 
that’s been putting all those classical guitars in 
the hands of local students, teaching them to 
pluck and strum, turning them on to Albeniz 
and Villa-Lobos and Sor. For the past decade, 
the society has been steadily building its edu- 
cation efforts, working to bring classes into 
area schools and even developing a formal cur- 
riculum for classical guitar that was the first 
of its kind in the nation. The curriculum took 
four years for ACGS to create, but in the 21 
months since it’s been available online (www. 
guitarcurriculum.com), it’s been adopted for use 
in 50 locations across North America. 

That success is largely owed to ACGS’ 
approach to teaching the instrument, which 
runs counter to much of the conventional think- 
ing among classical guitar educators. “When we 
started building this curriculum,” says Hinsley, 
“the feedback that we got from well-meaning 
individuals was: ‘If you’re going to build a 
guitar curriculum that you actually want to 
work, then you’re going to have to make sure 
the music you teach is the music that kids are 
listening to. You’re going to have to build in 
classic rock. You’re going to have to build in 
some heavy metal. You’re going to have to build 


in whatever pop elements you can to get kids 
involved.’ It’s sort of the ‘let’s chocolate-coat 
our broccoli’ approach to delivering this artistic 
program. I’ve always rejected that notion. I feel 
like great information and great art sells itself if 
you can engage kids properly with it. 

“We worked with a very gifted educator, a 
guy named Dr. Robert Duke, who’s the found- 
er of the Center for Music Learning at UT. He 
was one of my mentors and also the mentor 
of our education director, Travis Marcum. If I 
could boil down Bob’s message to us, it was: 
‘Be sure that you’re getting young people to 
behave like musicians from the very beginning 
of their experience with the instrument. Be 
sure at all times that the focus is playing beau- 
tifully, playing musically.’ The alternative to 
that would be a series of exercises: ‘Let’s pick 
up the guitar. Kids, this is an E. Everybody 
say E. Now, everybody play E. On Friday, 
we’re going to have a test on E.’ Instead, let’s 
find a tune that they can play that uses E and 
maybe one other note, and let’s talk about 
how to play that as beautifully as we possibly 
can. That’s utilizing the fact that we have 20 
players in the room, and we can do different 
things with rhythms and percussion, or we 
can get the instructor to play an accompa- 
nying part that turns it into a meaningful 
musical product. But whatever it is, let’s get 
these kids engaged. And I believe personally 
that part of that engagement also means com- 
pleting the ecological circle of musical and 
artistic study, which includes performance at 
the end of it. ‘So here’s a guitar; here’s some 
music; let’s play it. Oh, by the way, this is an 
E. Here’s how you count it, and there will be 
tests, but we’re making this musical product 
together, and in three weeks, we’re going to be 
onstage performing it.’ The kids have a job to 
do. And it doesn’t matter that it’s not Santana 
or it’s not Green Day or whatever else they 
happen to be listening to. They have a job, to 
get engaged, and the emphasis is on quality 
and musical expression. 

“And it’s been absolutely incredible. The 
kids have come to the instrument not really

Got the World on a String (or Six) 


In agreeing to host the Guitar 
Foundation of America’s 2010 con- 
vention and competition, the Austin 
Classical Guitar Society determined to 
make the event wide-open to its home 
city: Local arts organizations and busi- 
nesses would have an active presence 
in the festivities, either onstage or part- 
nering with ACGS in the presentation 
of performances, and Austin residents 
would be encouraged to attend the 
week’s concerts, competition sessions, 
and special events. The brochure cre- 
ated to tantalize the locals with the 
week’s musical bounties touts this as 
“Austin’s greatest collaborative classi- 
cal music festival ever,” and it’s hard to 
disagree. Along with a veritable United

knowing what they were getting into. We were involved in 
starting a program at Crockett High School about three years 
ago, and 93 kids signed up for guitar in the first class, just 
because there was guitar on their choice sheet, and they said, 
‘I want to go do that.’ And 90 percent of those kids were not 
choir and band kids leaving choir and band to go do guitar. 
These were kids who had never been involved with music in 
middle school or high school. So who knows what they’re 
expecting, but they come in and they start playing classical 
guitar, and they start playing beautifully. The next year, we 
had about 155 kids in the guitar program - so it grew pretty 
dramatically at Crockett alone. 

“At the end of that first year, our director of education came 
into my office with a discipline problem, and it turns out that 
this student was arguing with our instructor about whether 
or not it was appropriate for a student in the class to play 
Asturias,’ by Isaac Albeniz. So we had to deal with the issue, 
but the amazing thing to me was that here we were in Crockett 
High School, where a year ago no kid knew what classical gui- 
tar was, and now we have 90 of them playing and one of them 
is arguing about whether one of them can play this 100-year- 
old Spanish piece by Albeniz. To me, it shows that they’re not 
only doing what they’re told because they have to get their 
grades; they’re learning about this music, and they’re getting 
excited by it.”

If you can’t tell, education is the subject that gets Hinsley 
going, that puts a gleam in his eyes, that makes this already 
engaging and expressive man even more ardent and articulate. 
Connecting kids with music, teaching them new skills, is 
clearly his passion. If there was a Glee for classical guitar, he’s 
who you’d cast as the teacher. With obvious pride, Hinsley 
recounts story after story about students and how their work 
with ACGS affected them: the McCallum graduate, now at the 
Oberlin Conservatory of Music (Hinsley ’s alma mater), who 
told a magazine interviewer that the moment that crystallized 
his interest in classical guitar and got him to dedicate himself 
to the instrument was when ACGS brought Eliot Fisk to the 
school to play; the guest musician who told Hinsley that he’d 
never had an experience like an ACGS outreach performance, 
where all the kids were riveted while his group was playing; 
another McCallum grad who joined the Army band as a classi- 
cal guitarist but was asked by the band to play jazz on electric 
guitar as well and e-mailed Hinsley from Afghanistan to say 
that it was his training from ACGS that allowed him to make 
that transition so easily. 

Hinsley adds that this last former student told him that, 
being in Afghanistan, there’s no place he can buy new music, 
and he’s dying to learn some new pieces and enhance his 
skills. “Of course, the guitar society put together a big package 
of music for him,” he notes. But for Hinsley, the larger point is 


the impact that ACGS had on this young man’s life: “Here’s a 
kid who had not played guitar before high school. We scholar- 
shipped all of his lessons, provided him an instrument, and he 
was in the class guitar program. So a nonprofit organization’s 
education program was able to connect a kid to a passion and 
give him the training that he needed to turn that into a viable 
career. But even now, after the career is going, he’s passionate 
about it. It’s something that he loves and takes with him and 
wants to get better at.” 

Flash back to 1996, and the young man with the passion 
for classical guitar and yearning to get better at it could eas- 
ily be Hinsley. He came to Austin at age 20 out of a desire to 
improve his musical skills by studying with Adam Holzman at 
the University of Texas. Hinsley was fresh from Oberlin, where 
he had been one of the school’s first classical guitar students 
and had taken it upon himself to found a guitar club as a way to 
bring master guitarists to the school to give concerts and mas- 
ter classes. When word of that got around UT, he was handed 
the reins to the Austin Classical Guitar Society, then a small 
presenting group with an operating budget of less than $5,000. 
He took those reins and never let go, moving from volunteer to 
board member (and board president) to executive director as 
ACGS gradually evolved into an organization with a $400,000 
budget, an international concert series, a community concert 
series, and the all-important educational outreach program. 
The exceptional growth of the society and its impact on the 
community is testament to the fact that, for Hinsley as for his 
student, “even now, after the career is going, he’s passionate 
about it.” 

And if you needed any further proof, it’s in the spectacular 
festival he’s put together for this week - not just for those GFA 
visitors but for Austin. This is one guitar conference that’s as 
much for the community as for the academics and industry 
insiders. More than 20 concerts over a six-day stretch, many 
of them featuring local heroes (from the Miro Quartet to the 
Biscuit Brothers), most co-sponsored by Austin arts organiza- 
tions and businesses as collaborators, and all open to the 
public. (See “Got the World on a String (or Six),” left.) Not 
surprisingly, given ACGS’ contrarian nature, that’s a different 
approach to a Guitar Foundation convention. 

“The vision for the festival was a new vision,” admits Hinsley. 
“The vision of opening this up to the public in a major way, 
bringing in a lot of artistic partners, creating a big festival 
atmosphere, that’s new. We have an opportunity with an 
international guitar convention, which is typically academically 
and industry focused, to create something that is bigger and 
broader and more community based. That’s what makes it a 
really unique event and one of the things that’s getting so many 
people involved.” 

Indeed. Hinsley is bringing all these disparate elements 
of our community together in this single effort in much the 
way that he’s bringing 200 young guitarists together to play 
Graham Reynolds’ new piece. And the result should be equally 
monumental, like the sound of some musical instrument from 
an ancient legend, a guitar with 1,000 strings. 

But though his vision is epic, Hinsley knows that it starts 
small, with those 11 teens in the Austin High music room 
working to get their parts down, with the kid at Crockett who’s 
never picked up a musical instrument but decides to take a 
chance on a classical guitar class. And though he’s been work- 
ing toward this convention and festival for years now, Hinsley 
knows he won’t be done working at the end of next week. 
There are the daily music classes that ACGS will be starting 
at the Gardner Betts Juvenile Justice Center in September, the 
first ever offered at the facility. And Hinsley is being recruited 
to consult with guitar societies in cities across the continent. 
And more classes and more concerts and .... 

“There’s still a tremendous amount of work to be done,” 
Hinsley says. “We wouldn’t know what to do with ourselves 
if the package was complete. ■

AMERICAN KABUKI I worked hard to make a 
former mud slick into a refreshing and attractive 
oasis simply by using things we already had, 
like a bunch of bricks and tile. And it’s paid off 
for me, especially, though our entire family and 
guests enjoy it as well. I sit out there each day 
and evening. I’ve changed the floodlights in the 
yard to purple, blue, pink, green, and amber 
bulbs and highlighted some of the dozens of 
live oak trees back there next to my mother’s 
art studio. Up by the house, next to the covered 
patio, I built a stone plaza encircling a raised 
bed for plants - again a former mud slick. 

Mainly it’s to help my mom, who loves gardening 
but has a harder time of it at 81. Though she 
can still mow a mean lawn, she takes more 
breaks as time goes on. She’s been so incredi- 
bly generous to me all my life and continues to 
be, so I work alongside her and sometimes 
take over the heavier work. It’s the very least I 
can do.

But that length of time, however long it 
lasts, is followed by an inevitable crash when 
I’m a hopeless zombie for several days. But 
over the last year I feel like I’ve accomplished 
miracles - at home and in my head. There’s 
nothing like being on your knees in the dirt to 
really make you think about what you’ve done. 
And I’m a harsh critic of myself. So I guess 
that’s why I wanted to build something beautiful 


where I could sit by myself and look at the good 
things I’ve done. Like the yard. At night. Sitting on 
the brick plaza watching lightning bugs glitter in 
the dark, listening to the sounds of the cicadas 
undulate across a canopy of trees. The real show 
is what I like to think of as Kabuki alfresco, 
starring the fighting geckos and their hapless 
prey. The best place to view this performance is 
sitting in the upholstered chair on the patio and 
watching the windows of the house illuminated 
from within. You can make out slight movement 
before a gecko emerges onto the window screen. 
He lies in wait for the silly fluttery moths and 
other flying things that seem to be delirious as 
they careen toward the light, and thus, their final 
end. I recalled a story from a few years ago, 
when I was living on Lady Bird Lake: One day a 
proud mama mallard came floating by with her 
tiny ducklings.

A rather hysterical neighbor was 
screaming for someone to get a gun and shoot 
that turtle. But then again, isn’t that how turtles 
in the wild feed themselves? It was unpleasant 
to watch, and I totally understood wanting to save 
the itty bitty duckling, but nature overruled. Again. 
But that’s exactly why I like to have my own pri- 
vate place to view the world - and maybe that’s 
why I wear sunglasses all the time.

Less Than Zero, Bret Easton Ellis’ debut 
1985 novel, was a classic case of right 
place, right time, chopping the Reagan 
years’ lines of privileged white anxiety 
out with a steady hand. The book’s main 
characters - Clay, Julian, and Blair - were 
of the Lost Boys generation, 
at once self-absorbed and 
codependent, reckless and 
sad, and yet you still wanted 
to see their minimalist apart- 
ments and velvet-rope-lined 
meltdowns. Ellis basically 
scripted The Hills with more 
blow, and in 2010, celebrity 
hamster wheels like TMZ 
offer whiffs of LTZ’s vapid- 
ity, only now the paranoia is 
more potent with the prolif- 
eration of technology. 

The question hanging over 
this sequel to Less Than 
Zero : Why? Twenty-five years 
later, Clay, Ellis’ mirror, is a screenwriter 
back in L.A. temporarily, swiftly plunged 
into his old haunts. There’s a manipulative 
wannabe actress, bitter friends, mysteri- 
ous texts, and a few murders in the des- 
ert. Ellis pulls on the I’m-being-followed 
thread of 1998’s Glamorama and, this 
being L.A., could have easily made Clay 
an accidental Philip Marlowe type, inves- 
tigating something he doesn’t really want 


to find out. Ellis has a hypnotic way with 
dialogue, but at less than 200 pages, 
Imperial Bedrooms mostly just looks 
through the peephole instead of tracking 
the city’s more desperate corners. 

In past books, Ellis’ unreliable narrators 
gave them their punch. Here, the explana- 
tion for fortysomething Clay’s troubles is 
the stuff of bad 3am cable. The cast of 
return characters has been 
cut and medicated into pre- 
dictable L.A. stereotypes; at 
least the teenage versions 
of Clay, Julian, and Blair 
could claim boredom as an 
excuse for their behavior. 
Here, the violence against 
women and time spent 
fluffing the limp lives of 
producers and directors 
and addicts and fuckups 
feels familiar, but the writ- 
ing reads like it was sleep- 
walked through. 

Not much has changed 
in Ellis’ city. People are still 
nihilists and channel emotions into senseless 
brutality, which doesn’t answer the hanging 
question. Despite its mazelike narrative style, 
2005’s Lunar Park was essentially dark com- 
edy masquerading as horror, but Ellis was try- 
ing something different, commenting on our 
times from a different perspective. It’s some- 
thing he should have continued, instead of 
just falling back into, as Clay says 22 pages 
in, “the dead zone.” - Audra Schroeder 



SAILOR & LULA: 

THE COMPLETE NOVELS 

by Barry Gifford 

Seven Stories Press, 624 pp., $19.95 (paper) 

True love never dies. It just gets cooler, in 
every sense, icing up under the dueling infir- 
mities of age and memory like an overworked 
and sweating air conditioner propped haphaz- 
ardly in the paint-peeling win- 
dow of one of those random, 
boxy shotgun shacks that dot 
the miles of nowheresville 
leading into the parish of 
Orleans. There are precious 
few literary landscapes where 
this particular sort of true 
romance burns as hot and 
sweet and altogether cool as 
in Gifford’s sprawling, epically 
Southern gothic novels featur- 
ing lanky ex-con Sailor Ripley 
and his beloved blond muse 
of the Deep South’s bloody 
two-lane blacktop, Lula Pace 
Fortune. Initially on the lam 
from Marietta, Lula’s crazed 
harridan of a mother, and her deep-fried 
lover-cum-detective, Johnnie Farragut, Sailor 
kicked off his seven-story history with Lula in 
1990 with Wild at Heart, as near a modern 
masterpiece of down-and-out-of-this-world 
passion as Flannery O’Connor never got 
around to writing. After David Lynch adapted 
that book for film and it won the Palme d’Or 
at Cannes that same year, Gifford embarked 
on a glorious neo-noir writing jag that ulti- 


mately resulted in six more Sailor and Lula 
novels: Perdita Durango (also adapted for 
film, by the appropriately surreal Spanish 
auteur Alex de la Iglesia), Sailor's Holiday, 
Sultans of Africa, Consuelo's Kiss, Bad Day 
for the Leopard Man, and the series’ lovely, 
melancholy capstone, The Imagination of 
the Heart. Read in sequence, Gifford’s nov- 
els/novellas (all but the first two clock in at 
less than 100 pages) are a 
pulpy, meridianal meditation 
on love and death in the 
dirty South, hugely enter- 
taining and often frenzied 
in their depiction of Sailor 
and Lula’s misadventures 
into random, swampy chaos 
but also written in the kind 
of watertight, blunt-edged 
prose that recalls Jim 
Thompson filtered through 
some awesomely hyper- 
Americanized hybrid of 
Fellini and Katherine Dunn. 
And considering the current, 
all-too-real hell in the Gulf, 
where the befouled water itself is spon- 
taneously bursting into green flame sans 
Lynchian special effects, there may be no 
better summer than this to revisit (or dis- 
cover) Sailor and Lula, Perdita and Romeo, 
and Gifford’s own unique and unmistak- 
able patois of the heart, which is wild, and 
the world, which is, as Lula notes, “weird 
on top” and gets more so with every pass- 
ing moment. Too cool. - Marc Savlov

Back in the good old days of 2008, South Carolinians 
Scott Newitt and Jim Irvin were interested in expanding 
Firefly, their vodka brand. After having some success 
with muscadine vodka (urp!), they decided all of us 
iced-tea-sipping Southerners would like tea-infused 
vodka. The idea went viral. Within two years, their prod- 
uct was in most states and copycats were already nip- 
ping at their heels. 

Entrepreneurs are always looking for a way to build 
a better mousetrap, and two local men decided to 
toss their hats into the sweet-tea vodka marketplace. 
Both added their own touches and have created 
strong products. 

Savvy Vodka owner Chad Auler enlisted Clayton 
Christopher. Now, if anyone locally knows something 
about how to make and market a popular tea, 
Christopher is the man. He’s the founder and former 

CEO of Sweet Leaf Tea. 

Their product, Deep Eddy 
Sweet Tea Vodka ($19) 
is obviously named after 
the revered local swim- 
ming hole. They start with 
Savvy’s delicious vodka, 
which uses Hill Country 
water directly from his 
family’s Fall Creek proper- 
ty, then add hand-selected 
Indonesian black tea 
leaves; 100% pure cane 
sugar from Sugarland, 
Texas; and clover honey 
from Good Flow Honey Co. 

Daniel Barnes told me a similar story about his 
Graham’s Texas Tea ($16). After trying dozens of teas 
from all over the world, his team decided the best choice 
is hand-selected Nilgiri black tea. Then they add turbina- 
do sugar and Hill Country spring water. 

Both sweet teas are 35% alcohol (i.e. , 70 proof), just 
like Firefly’s Sweet Tea Vodka. That amount of alcohol 
is effectively hidden by the big sweetness of both prod- 
ucts, something which makes it very popular with folks 
who like a smooth, quaffable drink. Both will be very 
popular on Sixth Street. They both really taste like tea. 
The Graham’s Texas Tea is a touch sweeter, and the 
tea flavors are more mellow. Deep Eddy’s tea flavors 
and tannins are more intense, and the sweetness is 
less dominant. 

Fill a highball glass with cracked ice, squeeze in a bit 
of lemon, and add either sweet-tea vodka for a nice 
unset cocktail. Both products are available at better 
liquor stores in the Central Texas area. - Wes Marshall

From 1997 until 2007, chef lliana 
de la Vega operated El Naranjo res- 
taurant in Oaxaca, Mexico, where 
she was internationally renowned for 
her sophisticated renditions of the 
cuisine of Southern Mexico. When 
political unrest made Oaxaca an 
untenable tourist destination, de la 
Vega and her husband closed the 
restaurant and moved to Austin. 

These days, the chef is a specialist 
in Mexican cuisine on the faculty at 
the Culinary Institute of America in 
San Antonio and the proprietor of a 
chic food trailer in the newly hip 
Rainey Street neighborhood. Mexican 
cuisine in Central Texas is undoubt- 
edly better because of the move. 

The food at El Naranjo is simply 
remarkable - fresh, flavorful, and 
authentic. The chunky guacamole 
appetizer ($6) comes with freshly 
fried tortilla chips and makes a per- 


fect complement to any of the tacos 
or tostadas on the menu. Molotes 
(three for $4.25) are dainty little 
fried masa cigars filled with either 
chorizo and potatoes or black beans 
and cheese. Dip them in the tangy 
house salsa verde for a genuine 
taste treat. Dinner entrees are 
hearty - opt for soft tacos or crisp 
tostadas (two for $4.50) with sever- 
al choices of fillings. The shredded 
chicken tinga in salsa verde is 
divine, but the cochinita pibil was 
overwhelmed by vinegar. Be sure to 
consider the daily dinner specials. 

We were transported by tacos de 
camarones (two for $6.75), plump 
shrimp in a juicy taco with chipotle 
cream sauce and a toothsome cab- 
bage slaw spiked with shards of fiery 
chile de arbol. I can’t wait to go back 
for soups, mole, and tacos al carbon. 
See you there. - V.B.W.

After a fire destroyed the Barr Mansion’s 
Artisan Ballroom and all its contents last 
week, owners Mark and Melanie McAfee were 
faced with having to save their summer event 
bookings. So in between meetings with the fire 
marshal and with potential architects and build- 
ing contractors, they fielded calls from dis- 
tressed brides and made plans to move forward. 
In the wake of the fire, Mark McAfee took a phil- 
osophical tone, saying: “Well, we still have more 
than we did when we started out here. The house 
itself, our commercial kitchen, and the grounds 
are all fine, but it is going to take some time to 
rebuild the ballroom.” Weddings scheduled for 
this past weekend went on as planned in a big, 
air-conditioned tent, and the staff hosted a pre- 
planned tasting party on Sunday evening for 
bridal couples with upcoming events scheduled 
there. “We hosted weddings here for 20 years 
before we ever built the ballroom,” Melanie 
McAfee reminded us. “We just need a chance to 
show people that we can still deliver the wed- 
dings they want.” While the mansion staff was 
calming concerned brides, I was getting calls 
from local people whose main concern was what 
they could do to help the McAfees. For years, 
they’ve made the facilities available for benefits 
for individuals and businesses in crisis, as well 
as for a variety of worthy local nonprofits; in true 
Austin fashion, every call or e-mail I’ve received 
since the fire was from someone wanting to give 
something back.

A bounty of new local microbreweries

It’s a beautiful Hill Country April day just west of Oak Hill - the perfect time of year to cruise 
a little country road. Bluebonnets are popping up everywhere. It’s a time and place that makes 
any native Texan giddy, and I am. 

On this particular journey, the drive makes me even more delirious than usual - at the end 
of it, delicious beer awaits. The occasion is the groundbreaking for Jester King Craft Brewery, an 
aspiring entrant into Austin’s small microbrewing industry. 

I pull into a bucolic ranch setting, where recognizable faces in Austin’s beer-geek scene crowd 
around kegs while others wander down a hill - under the watchful gaze of some cattle - to 
admire a building foundation under construction. 

I came out here to get a few quotes from the Jester King guys for an article spotlighting four 
or five new breweries currently in the start-up phase in Central Texas. But then someone men- 
tions that another brewer looking to turn pro is present. Who? That guy over there. And hey, you 
should talk to this person, they’re starting a brewery as well. Oh, and have you met so-and-so? 

Wow! Something other than wildflowers is popping up in Central Texas. At last count - 
updated moments before I started typing this article - at least 10 groups of entrepreneurs have 
plans to enter the brewing scene. They’re in varying stages of making it happen: At least one 
might be in business by the time you read this; some are under construction; still others are 
nothing more than a business plan and a website. Here is a quick survey of the soldiers entering 
the battle, with hopes they all survive. 

CIRCLE BREWING CO.

Benjamin Sabel began brewing at a legally 
questionable time: high school. “My mother 
was very understanding,” he says. “I did my 
first batch in one of those Mr. Beer kits in the 
fridge. It tasted terrible, but it was a start.” 

Now, he and lifelong friend Judson Mulherin 
are on the edge of something very grownup: 
starting and running a business. Capital has 
been raised, a lease acquired, and on June 21, 
the brewhouse equipment and fermenters 
should arrive. “By the day, the excitement is 
growing,” Sabel says. “Pouring the concrete, 
getting things accomplished is a great feeling.” 

Sabel and Mulherin grew up in Nashville 
and stayed in touch after leaving. They went to 
separate brewing hotbeds: Sabel to Portland, 

Ore., Mulherin to Southern California and 
then Boulder, Colo. Sabel worked for 



California’s Bayhawk Ales, a contract brewer, 
and then they both moved to Austin in 2008. 
“We remained friends the whole time,” Sabel 
says, “and he came up with the idea for this 
business. So then we got very serious about 
our beer-making.” 

Now, the duo anticipates the results of those 
efforts will launch in October. They intend to 
first land in bars with Envy Amber and Blur 
Texas Hefe, followed by Alibi Blonde Bock and 
Nightlight Dry Irish Stout. Within nine months 
to a year after launch, they hope to be bottling. 
“Our amber is kind of a unique blend,” says 
Sabel. “Kind of a light ESB, very flavorful, but 
not too hoppy or too malty - a nice blend for 
an amber. Our hefe is kind of a different take 
on a hefe. We have a little bit of caramel malt 
in ours to kind of round it out, give it a little 
more flavor. We lean toward the citrus, so it’s a 
very refreshing summertime beer but also a 
beer you can drink any time of the year.”

I said Jester King is in a ranch “setting” 
- actually, it is literally on a ranch. “We 
just randomly got a call from the land- 
owner here,” says Jeffrey Stuffings. As it 
turns out, ranch owner Chad Nemec want- 
ed a brewery on his land and was looking 
for prospects. “He was actually at Spec’s 
talking to one of the beer persons there 
and asked if they knew any local brewers 
that were starting up, and fortunately, he 
mentioned Jester King. So we’re leasing 
about 4 acres from him, and we want it to 
be a craft beer destination, where people 
can come out to the Hill Country, enjoy 
craft beer, and be outdoors. We want to 
have a lot of live music out here and just 
make it a fun place for people to come 
out.” Now construction is under way, and 
the fermentation tanks and brewhouse 
were scheduled to arrive last week, with 
brewing expected by August. 


Jester King already has a fully developed 
line of styles ready to go, and my own taste 
buds can attest: Stuffings and his co-founders 
- brother Michael and friend Joe Madia - are 
ready for prime time. At the groundbreaking 
they rolled out a wheat, an imperial stout, a 
red, a saison, an imperial IPA, and a rye IPA. 

Stuffings’ path into the business is a com- 
mon one: “I was in a position where I didn’t 
feel passionate about what I was doing. I 
went to law school and ended up getting a 
job here doing insurance defense litigation, 
and it was really boring and the clients were 
just terrible people. I started homebrewing 
when I was in law school. I just wanted to 
do something I love and care about. 

“We’re excited to get going. It’s been a 
long-term process to build this dream. It’s 
so exciting seeing things actually start to 
take shape, whereas before it was just a 
business plan on paper.”

Jordan Weeks and Caleb Cranford aren’t 
quite as far along as Jester King, Circle, or 
Thirsty Planet, but they’re ahead on one 
front: They already have a building. “It has 
everything we need; all we really need is 
equipment,” Weeks says. “Right now we’re in 
fundraising mode to buy the equipment.” 

As for potential product, “We’re only going 
to be packaging in kegs and 750-milliliter 
wire-cork bottles,” says Weeks, who has lived 
in Austin 21 years. “We’ll be doing ‘style- 


challenging’ beers - huge, aggressive beers 
that seasoned beer connoisseurs enjoy, the 
kind of beers that brewers like to drink.” 

He’s not a dabbler, Weeks insists: 
“Hopefully by next year we’ll have actual 
product,” he says. “We’re in it for the long 
haul. In the prospectus [for investors] , we say, 
‘We’ll make $50 million in the next 20 years.’ 
So it’s a family affair; it will be here forever. 
We want to be part of something exciting in 
South Austin. We want to create more excel- 
lence in South Austin.”

Now Tim Elliott 
and son Sean will try the same in nearby but 
smaller Johnson City. Brewer Sean went to col- 
lege in Fort Collins, Colo., home to New 
Belgium and others, and got the brewing bug.

Hopes were high that you’d be able to read this article with a 
glass of Yellow Armadillo or Thirsty Goat in your hand. Alas, 
Thirsty Planet wasn’t quite ready to send its brews to bars at press 
time, but start asking for them next week. 


That puts Brian Smittle and wife Tammy at the front of 
the line for Austin’s new brewers, completing a two- 
decade journey. After he received a business administra- 
tion degree from William Jewell College in Liberty, Mo., 
“the job market wasn’t very good, so I decided to go be a 
ski bum in Vail, Colorado,” says Smittle. Within a couple 
of days, he attended a beer festival and got an invitation to 
watch a local brewer work. “He was mixing up 300 gallons 
of beer, and I said, Are you getting paid for this?’ He said, 
‘Yeah, I usually ski in the morning and brew beer at night.’ 
And I thought: ‘Wow, that could be the best sentence I’ve 
ever heard. It’s a scam, and I want in on it.’” Within a few 
years, he was also getting paid to do it, including stints at 
^ Oklahoma brewpubs. 

| Now that you’ve returned from the bar, enjoy your 
> Yellow Armadillo - it’s an American-style wheat, with 50% 
§ wheat and 50% barley, and Smittle promises it will be 
o refreshing and citrusy. Or if you got the Thirsty Goat, 
expect an amber with “a spicy bitterness, but nothing too 
heavy. ” And eventually, the more adventurous among you 
can try Bucket Head IPA, which should be out soon. “It’s a big- 
alcohol beer,” says Smittle. “It’s not a double IPA, but you can see 
it from there. It won’t quite pull the enamel off your teeth, but it 
will get you where you want to go. It’s not for everyone and 
doesn’t try to be.” 


What makes him think he can go pro? 
“Well, I can never keep my beer on hand,” he 
laughs, “so that’s one thing that led me to 
believe I can make the jump. It’s a little 
scary, but I think we’re ready, and it should 
be interesting.” 

While Sean handles the beer, Tim has been 
constructing the building for a year and a half 
and says, “I suspect we’ll be open before the 
end of the year.” Tim says to expect brick- 
oven pizza, “and you gotta have a good ham- 
burger anywhere.” 

As for the brew, Sean says he doesn’t expect 
any crazy hop bombs, at least not immediate- 
ly. “Nothing too drastic,” he says of his 
planned beer menu. “A blond or a kolsch, 
something easy-drinking, an American pale 
ale, some sort of amber. I’m thinking of a 
pecan amber. Nothing too complicated for 
people just getting into the microbrew scene, 
but we’ll have seasonals.”

It’s hard to imagine anyone with a more 
unique business niche or background than 
Josh Hare. Originally a professional triath- 
lete, he’s already in business selling (via his 
website) dog biscuits made from spent grain 
left over from brewing. Now he’s trying to 
raise $300,000 to go pro in beer-making, 
hopefully by the end of the year. 

“I started doing a lot of market research 
when I lived up in Boulder about four years 
ago,” Hare told me. “I moved to Austin to 
train during the wintertime and just fell in 
love with the city and saw an opportunity for 
craft beer and small, local business.” He 
came to Austin to help a friend open a run- 
ning shop but started fundraising with part- 
ner Jeff Russell for Hops & Grain in December. 
He says he’ll start with a 15-barrel system, 


smaller than the typical 30. “A lot of my ideas 
came from the craft beer movement in 
Boulder,” he says. “They all started small, 
one or two flagship beers, made those work, 
and then made their brand experimenting 
beyond that.”

“I grew up in St. Louis, Missouri, so I was 
weaned on Anheuser-Busch, and that’s all I 
knew. Anything exotic was like Michelob Dark.” 

But Chris Orf (“I just go by ‘Orf,’” he 
says), after undergrad years at Southern 
Methodist University, went up to grad school 
in Oregon for a master’s degree in chemis- 
try. The combination of a craft brewing hot- 
bed and a knack for mixing things led to 



homebrewing. “It was just a natural next 
step,” he says. He came to Austin after 
acquiring a business background in New 
York City in advertising and film/theatre 
production. Orf is still early in the capital- 
raising phase but hopes to hit the market in 
early 2011. If he does, his motto will be 
“Creativity in ale forms.” 

“Orf Brewing specializes in American hybrid 
ales,” he says. “Beers that don’t fit any of the 
known, accepted judging categories.” His flag- 
ship beer would mix pilsner grains, pale ale 
hops, and kolsch yeast. “Frankenstein beers,” 
he says. “We just make something up, and as 
long as it tastes good, we’ll go with it.”

Shane Bordeaux, Shawn Franks, and Jim 
Sampson are still in early days of making their 
brewing dream come true, but they hope to 
find some land on the north shore of Lake 
Travis and start building by the end of sum- 
mer, with beer coming out by next spring. 

The three high tech workers are looking to 
make “Tex-Mex beer”: “Mexican lager-type 
stuff brewed here in Texas,” Sampson says. “A 
lighter lager, a darker lager, the standard beers, 
and then throw things in like jalapenos or 
prickly pears or agave nectar, those kinds of 
things, and throw a Texas flair on it.”

Erik Marr is currently the furthest of this 
bunch from making the dream a reality. So far, 
the brewery is just a blog and a business plan. 
But if the New Mexico native, an Austinite 
since 1997, executes his plan, he’ll be in busi- 
ness by 2012 with a 100% organic brewery. “I 
think it would do well here,” Marr says. 
“Austin is the place for it.” ■ 



Know When 
to Say When 

Let’s be optimistic and assume all 
these ventures succeed. Can the Austin 
market really handle a near-doubling of 
local microbrewers? Could these newbies 
create too much competition among them- 
selves? None of them thinks so. 

“We still live in a state that’s 47th in the 
nation in breweries per capita,” says Jester 
King’s Jeffrey Stuffings. “If you look at other 
cities that have at least some similarities to 
Austin - your Denvers, your Portlands, your 
San Diegos - those are cities with over 30 
breweries [each], counting both micros and 
brewpubs. Austin has a long way to go. 
Obviously there’s some exceptional beer 
being brewed here right now, but I see the 
potential to become a craft beer destina- 
tion like Portland or Denver. Texas is just 
making the leap to really being a great 
place for craft beer.” 

“It’s the perfect city with the perfect com- 
bination of things,” says Circle’s Benjamin 
Sabel. “It’s a wonderful, vibrant, young city, 
and everybody loves beer here. You couldn’t 
find a better city for a burgeoning craft 
beer scene. It isn’t completely oversaturat- 
ed like the Boulders and Portlands. 

“Even in the coming years, we still won’t 
hit a saturation point where we’re fighting 
over taps or trying to steal market share 
away from other craft breweries. I think 
until we get about 20-plus breweries, then 
we might have to start worrying about 
that, but each brewery is going to bring its 
own unique spin and beers to the scene, 
and that’s great for all craft breweries.” 

“We have a bigger population than 
Portland,” says South Austin Brewing’s 
Jordan Weeks. “They’ll drink every drop 
we make.”

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MEET THE NEW FACES 

ON CAY 7 
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High Art 
in Low 
Places

Well, it serves me right. After all the ink 
IVe spilled trashing reality TY I’ve actually 
found one I want to - make that, I must 
- watch. Having said that, I’m conflicted 
about it. The new show is Work of Art: The 
Next Great Artist, which premiered on 
Bravo last week. As with most reality series, 
I gave it a look, expecting to be bored/ 
offended/annoyed after the first 15 minutes. 
Not only was I lured in, I watched the pilot 
again. Twice. 

First off, I saw a contestant that I met 
once, Nao Bustamante. She and I were 
in a program of one-woman shows, orga- 
nized by Luis Alfaro and presented at 
Highways Performance Space & Gallery in 
Santa Monica, Calif., right after the 1994 
earthquake. It was the first time I’d wit- 
nessed the aftermath (and aftershocks) of a 
major earthquake, met performance artist 
Guillermo Gomez-Pena, and saw a woman 
eat her penis (that was Bustamante, using a 
burrito as said body part). I had no idea why 
I was there with my sweet-faced monologues, 
but the reception was warm, and the experi- 
ence unforgettable. 

As with other reality series offering con- 
testants the chance to jettison past the 
journeyman years in their chosen field for 
a shot at instant celebrity, Work of Art 
features the usual challenges to be 
conquered, immunities to be won 
(to avoid elimination from the 
show), judges to please, and 
prickly personalities to contend 
with in shared living and work- 
ing quarters. Unlike other reality 
shows, this one offers the oppor- 
tunity to be a star in what could be 
called the rarefied world of fine art. This 
is where my conflicted state comes in. The 
idea of artists performing on demand strikes 
me as antithetical to the arts. And I bristle at 
the idea of New York (a city that I love) being 
regarded as the center of the art world, in the 
same way some of my visual artist friends 
have purposely turned their backs on that 
scene, living very happy and productive lives 
elsewhere (usually in countries where art and 
artists are appreciated). But what really lured 
me in and kept me watching was when execu- 
tive producer Sarah Jessica Parker ( Sex and 
the City ) made her obligatory appearance to 
welcome the contestants. 

“I come from a family that loves art,” 
Parker says. “I grew up in a time when 
the government supported art. I’m an art 
enthusiast, and you’re here because your 
work was exceptional.” 




The government supported the arts? Ah, 
yes - 1 remember. The National Endowment 
for the Arts was flush before conservative 
politicians stopped the well because “contro- 
versial” performance artists such as Karen 
Finley challenged traditional ideas about art 
(and propriety) - which is what all good art 
should do, shouldn’t it? From then on, sup- 
port for individual artists was severely cur- 
tailed, and, devastatingly, arts programs in 
the schools and communities were severely 
diminished. Talk about throwing the baby 
out with the bathwater. 

I could create a snarky timeline from the 
near-dissolution of the NEA to now, when 
cheap reality TV is more highly consumed than 
the work of any contemporary artist - 
but wait. There’s something wicked 
smart, even deliciously subversive 
going on with Work of Art. I like 
the idea that these artists - a 
diverse cast of contestants rang- 
ing from age 22 to 61, with vari- 
ous ethnic groups, approaches, 
and experiences represented - are 
getting some time in what remains 
the most powerful medium after the 
Internet. I like the idea that some kid, in some 
remote place in the Midwest, might actually 
see the show and realize, “I have to be an art- 
ist.” And I love the idea that the fine art world 
has found a way (albeit in a cheap vehicle) to 
show itself to a much wider audience. 

“Be brave, be competitive, and be yourself. 
Show the world your art. It’s time. Do it!” 
Parker says before she makes her exit. Is that 
a tear rolling down my cheek? Damn! 

I don’t know if Work of Art will have an 
audience, but I know I’ll be watching. 

Work of Art: The Next Great Artist airs 
Wednesdays at 9pm on Bravo. To learn about 
the various contestants, judges, and get behind- 
the-scenes tidbits, go to www.bravotv.com.

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The Cool Keeps On 

Fourteen years after AICN woke up the Web, 
three Austin film sites carry on the tradition

In the beginning, the Geek God rolled an errant dolly loaded with hundreds of pounds of four-color 
comics, rare cinematic one-sheets, and fanboy ephemera over Harry Knowles’ vertebrae. And it was 
painful. And Harry Knowles was confined to bed for eight score and 10-odd days and was alone but 
for the Internet. And Harry Knowles did hatch a plan to soothe his aching back and also to ease his 
sorrows by creating a website to connect with those beyond his infirm world. He dubbed it Ain’t It Cool 
News. And it was cool. 



In 1996, when Austin fanboy deluxe Harry 
Knowles kick-started his already turbocharged 
imagination and created his film-and-comic 
book review/scoop/rumor site Ain’t It Cool 
News, there was, literally, nothing else like 
it in the world. Hollywood.com had been 
running film news and reviews for a short 
time previous, but Knowles, whose fortuitous 
back injury landed him front and center at 
the birth of the World Wide Web, was a fan 
unlike any other. His site, with its legions of 
“spies” reporting in from (eventually) all over 
the globe, became an underground - and then 
aboveboard - sensation. 

Today, there’s still nothing quite like it, 
and certainly no one exactly like Knowles, 
Hollywood’s redheaded stepchild. But his 
original idea of a film site that featured input 
from nonprofessional writers and covered 
obscure aspects of film and fan issues was 
fruitful. And it multiplied. Boy, did it multiply. 
There are uncountable hundreds, possibly 
thousands of film- and fan-related websites 
spanning every online region in the world. 
Most of them are small but passionate little 
outings with the life expectancy of Arnold 
Stang in a mosh pit. 

But here in Austin - the birthplace of cool, 
more or less - several of Knowles’ direct 
descendants have made a daring go of it and, 
against all odds (although odds that grow 
better by the day, as the line between enter- 
tainment and reality continues to blur), have 
succeeded and, in some cases, prospered. It’s 
now entirely within the realm of possibility 
to make a decent living simply by being a fan 
and writing about it online. And that can only 
be good for film, comics, and imaginations 
the world over. 

“To me, it’s just cool, and it makes everything 
easier for me here in Austin,” says Knowles. “It 
took a while to convince Hollywood to start 
coming to Austin to do stuff, to team up with 
me and Tim [League, co-founder of the Alamo 
Drafthouse] . I think that between the anchor 
film festivals like South by Southwest, Austin 
Film Festival, Fantastic Fest, and something 
like Butt-Numb-a-Thon, plus all the other spe- 
cial screenings that Tim and I do throughout 
the year has made it easier to create your own 
film site here in Austin. Because we provide 
the kind of advance access that the rest of the 
world is wanting to hear about. Here in Austin 
people get to see stuff before anyone else, and 
they want to share their enthusiasm with the 
rest of the world.” 


Spill.com 

Few post-AICN film websites have been as 
consistently enthusiastic as Korey Coleman and 
his gang of rabid film commentators over at Spill, 
com. They’ve been so successful at parlaying 
their original idea (which began as the public 
access show The Reel Deal back in the mid- 
Nineties) into a corporate-sponsored but locally 
run model of How to Do It Right that this com- 
ing weekend will see their first-ever Spill Dot Con 
(see Spill.com for details). Billed as a gathering of 
the site’s far-flung fan-tribe and featuring panels, 
animation workshops, a site-themed mini film 
festival, and, of course, afterparties with the 
legendary likes of Del Tha Funkee Homosapien, 
De La Soul’s Maceo, and Rah Digga, it’s a party/ 
confab/meet ’n’ greet that serves both to pro- 
mote the site and spread the love (of film). 


“We did The Reel Deal for 10, 11 years,” 
explains Coleman, Spill’s top dog and a long- 
time Austin animator. “It was time to move 
on. That was right when YouTube was coming 
up and a bunch of animated online videos 
started appearing, and I thought that would 
be something that would be fun to get into 
and would probably get us a wider audience 
than what we were doing on public access.” 

Coleman’s stroke of genius - taking the 
audio from The Reel Deal and coupling it to 
animated versions of himself and his fellow 
commentators, who all go by aliases - worked 
better than even he expected, ultimately 
resulting in a partnership with media giant 
Hollywood.com. 

Spill.com retains every bit of The Reel Deal’s 
biting, back-and-forth snark-outs, but with 
some 32,000 members of the “Spill commu- 


nity” regularly dropping in to chat, share info, 
and view the members’ animated (in every 
sense of the word) gabfests every week, it’s 
left its public access roots in the dust by, well, 
giving its public even more access. 

“My personal goal with Spill Dot Con,” says 
Coleman, “is to have a way for all these people 
who are already members or fans of the site to 
gather together and meet each other. And then 
on top of that they’ll be able to learn how the 
production works, how the site works, and 
how we all get along with each other. And 
we’re known for interacting with our fans, 
so it gives us a chance to meet them and take 
that personal feel that we have on the site even 
further. It’s going to be a laid-back event with 
a sense of humor, you know? We don’t take 
ourselves too seriously, but at the same time 
we’re pretty serious about what we do.” 


in the case of A History of Violence scenarist 
Josh Olson, who was the subject of a now- 
infamous post by managing editor/writer 
Cole Abaius, pointedly titled “Why Josh 
Olson Is an Asshole.” (You can check it out 
in the Film School Rejects archives.) 

So how did a bunch of surly, hyperliterate 
miscreants from Ohio end up in Austin? 

“We were looking for a place that was closer 
to where movies were being made and where 
the culture for film was better than Ohio,” 
explains Miller, “and Los Angeles seemed like 
the next step. But then my managing editor 
mentioned Austin. I was already in love with 
the city, having covered South by Southwest a 
few times, and so we’ve been here for about a 
year and a half now.” 

In the intervening time, FSR’s staff has 
grown to include 18 contributing writ- 
ers and a sizable editorial staff, with four 
mainstays in Austin and the rest spread out 
around the country. The site’s take-no-pris- 
oners attitude and geographic sprawl make 
it closer in spirit to Ain’t It Cool News than 
to anything else, but it’s still very much its 
own bestiary. 

“The ultimate secret to our success is that 
we have people who want to write for us in 
the right places. I look at Film School Rejects 
as more of a commentary track on what’s 
happening in the world of entertainment. You 
have a lot of new sites with people who are 
trying to report what’s happening in the world 
of film, but we really try to bring context to it, 
to bring spice to it.” 



Film School Rejects 

Like the majority of film sites, Neil Miller’s 
Film School Rejects began as something of a 
lark, a film- oriented blog with initially minor 
expectations. This has changed, dramatically, 
and the site now boasts some 2 million 
unique hits per month. Pretty good for a band 
of outsiders, no? 

“I started the site in early 2006 in Cleveland, 
where I was bom and raised,” says Miller, 
who serves as the now highly influential site’s 
publisher, executive editor, and head reject. 


“Some friends and 
I thought it would, 
you know, be a nice 
hobby to put our 
opinions out there. 
Over time we figured 
out we could get 
some free DVDs out 
of it, which made us 
work a little harder 
on it, and then about 
a year and a half into 
it we realized we 
could actually see 
movies for free - we 
thought that was 
really cool. And then 
5 about a year after that, 
i I figured out that I 
| could actually earn a 
33 living doing it. And 
i now it’s turned into 
something very real.” 
Real enough to ally itself with Crave 
Online film channel, which means that this 
self-described “pansy when it comes to hor- 
ror films” is now in charge of a widely read 
and nationally respected online rag. But 
don’t think that means Miller and Co. have 
eschewed barbed, back-of-the-classroom 
rapier wit in favor of preaching to the 
masses. Far from it. Film School Rejects 
is at its savvy, savage best when skewering 
the not-infrequent grandiosity/pomposity of 
both films and filmmakers. Or screenwriters, 
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Slackerwood 

Jette Kemion is not a film school reject. 
Quite the contrary: She has a Master of 
Arts in screenwriting from the University of 
Texas and did a postgrad year on a Michener 
Fellowship (for what was then called the 
Texas Center for Writers). She knows her 
movies, sure, but just as important, she 
knows Austin’s movie culture. Her site, the 
aptly named Slackerwood, mixes local cover- 
age - contributor Jenn Brown’s invaluable 
“2010 Guide to Free (and Cheap) Summer 
Movies in Austin” is plastered across the 
front of our refrigerator as we type this - with 
knowledgeable and spot-on reviews of both 
major studio releases and local productions. 
Slackerwood is, for our two bits, the best 
Austin-based/Austin-specific film site now 
going, and, as Kemion notes, it’s been going 
for a while. 

“I had been writing a column for 
Cinematical.com, in 2005 and 2006, called 
‘News from Slackerwood,’ and when that 
was discontinued I thought Slackerwood 
was such a great name that I bought the 
domain name. Eventually I cranked up the 
site and began writing all the Austin film 
coverage that I normally would have written 
for Cinematical.” 


No longer a one-woman show in a mil- 
lion-movie town, Kemion has added writers 
(and an associate editor) to the site, enabling 
Slackerwood to expand beyond the local - the 
site excels at festival coverage such as SXSW 
and Fantastic Fest - to cover the recent Marfa 
Film Festival and nearby film shoots such as the 
Coen brothers’ True Grit. And, highest praise of 
all, Slackerwood just flat-out feels and reads 
like Austin. It’s one of the few locally produced 
sites that really does help keep Austin weird. 

“We really do try to focus on Austin” explains 
Kemion. “Not everybody does. We’re focused 
on getting people in Austin to see movies and 
enjoy them, or at least help them avoid the 
really terrible ones. We also strive to introduce 
them to films and filmmakers that they may not 
know about that are here [in Austin] .” 

Has Richard Linklater ever commented on 
the site’s name? 

“Not really. He knows about it, because 
I’ve interviewed him. We’ve had some great 
comments when we do red carpet inter- 
views, though. We had somebody say ‘Y’all 
sound like a bunch of pot-smokers!’ That 
was Cheryl Hines, who was at Austin Film 
Festival with her film Serious Moonlight .” 

Like we said. Slackerwood: Keeping Austin 
weird and dang proud of it. ■

Phranchyze is quite literally battling his way to 
national prominence. The 26-year-old local rapper, 
otherwise known as financial adviser JJ. Shaw, is an 
emerging star in Grind Time, an American battle 
league with regular bouts in Atlanta, Orlando, and 
across the East and West coasts. Imagine the final 
scene of 8 Mile but with an online voting system to 
determine the winner. Having earned cred at the 
2007 edition of the World Rap Championships with 
his Austin tag-team partner Zeale, Phranchyze recent- 
ly traveled to Oakland’s Massacre of the Bay, where 
he dueled local favorite D-Lor and delivered what OTR 
deemed a technical knockout in the first of three 
rounds with his closing couplet: “Like we say in 
Texas, bitch, I’m finna be thow’d, like your name back- 
wards or a backwoods, you’re finna get rolled.” While 
the video hasn’t yet been uploaded to the Grind Time 
website for voting, the bout has garnered more than 
26,000 views through www.worldstarhiphop.com. “It’s 
all about your timing and delivery, spitting with the 
right energy and emphasis,” says Phranchyze, who 
just dropped his equally entertaining second LRThe 
Black Larry Bird. “I have a really active imagination. 
I’m just a little off, in a good way, not like a serial kill- 
er or anything. I’m just a little strange.” 


Radio Birdman 


Last week, OTR received a hefty package in the mail detailing a tender 
offer for his 101X signing bonus: one share of Emmis Communications 
Corporation Class A Common Stock, valued at $2.40. 
The Indianapolis-based radio giant, which transmits six 
local stations including KGSR and KLBJ, is going private, 
following an offer by JS Acquisition, a limited liability 
company owned by current Emmis Chairman/CEO Jeff 
Smulyan. While KGSR has gotten flak over its recent play- 
list additions and reception issues (see “Media Watch,” 
May 28), station manager Scott Gillmore is optimistic 
about the transaction: “We expect everything to basically 
stay the same.” OTR won’t be cashing in, though. It’ll cost more to mail back the certificate. 
“It’s a nice souvenir,” laughs Gilmore. KGSR hosts its annual Family Eldercare fan drive next 
Friday morning, June 25, at Threadgill’s World Headquarters with Ray Wylie Hubbard, 
Kelly Willis, Jon Dee Graham, and the Gourds, among others. 


Last Thursday, Jim Robertson of the city’s Planning 
and Development Review Department briefed City 
Council on the Waller Creek District Master Plan, 

a more than $30 million set of community enhancement 
initiatives tied to the Waller Creek Tunnel Project. 

The $127.5 million underground stormwater drainage 
structure is scheduled to break ground in November and 
will remove roughly 30 acres from the current 100-year 
floodplain (see “Off the Record,” May 7). Council Member 
Mike Martinez raised concern over “the expulsion of 
live music venues that are in rental spaces right now” 
and the expected hike in property taxes in the tax-incre- 
ment financing district that includes Red River staples 
such as Stubb’s, Emo’s Red 7, and Beerland. “I wish 
I could come to you today saying we’ve discovered the 
silver bullet that will allow us to preserve this great cul- 
tural asset,” Robertson responded. “I can’t report that 
to you.” Robertson did outline four potential strategies 
being considered in the city’s parallel Downtown Austin 
Plan, including a cultural mitigation fund and an incen- 
tives package to assist the current venues. The Austin 
Music Commission has recommended that council 
delay action, currently set for June 24, until the Waller 
Creek District Master Plan offers a more inclusive vision 
of live music in the affected area. As guest speaker and 
Mohawk owner James Moody stressed at the AMC 
meeting last Monday, “Nowhere in Austin are we louder 
and prouder than on Red River.” 


Artistic Vice 


Marquee names are being thrown around for the 
forthcoming Daniel Johnston biopic, including Philip 
Seymour Hoffman as the local pop savant and Johnny 
Depp as his brother, Dick. “Isn’t that wild?” exclaims 
Dick. “There’s a list of things we can object to contrac- 
tually, but it’s our intention to give them plenty of cre- 
ative license.” The film focuses on Johnston’s formative 
years in West Virginia and will employ two actors to 
emphasize the changes in the songwriter’s personality 
before and after being in a mental institution. Austin’s 
prodigal son returns to Mohawk on Saturday, coinciding 
with the new import-only 6-disc Munster box set, The Story of an Artist (see cover, above), 
which remasters his early cassettes from that same period, roughly 1980-1983, and features 
liner notes from Everett True and Austin’s Kathy McCarty, along with previously unseen art. 


The School of 
Hard Knocks 



The Dub Academy (906 E. Fifth, www.dubacademy.com) is 

the School of Rock for DJs. Located between Progress 
Coffee and ND at 501 Studios, the newly opened facility 
offers four crash courses on the history and mechanics of 
the wheels of steel, as well as personal lessons and open 
hours for spinning. “You can throw a rock in any direction in 
Austin and hit a guitar teacher, but there aren’t many outlets 
for DJs,” surmises founder Miles Barrington, a Jamaica-born 
reggae and dub specialist better known locally by his alias, 

DJ Jahflex. What makes the academy unique is the actual 
classroom: six state-of-the-art turntable setups allow students 
to spin digitally or with classic wax and face the instructor’s 
elevated rig at the head of the class, with a projection system 
tracing his onscreen movements. The school also offers technical production classes for 
Ableton Live and Logic Studio 9. Even more impressively, instructor Stephen Roberts had 
yours truly beat-matching in less than 15 minutes. “I take offense to people that use iPods and 
call themselves DJs,” frowns Barrington. “I love the art of it, the records and spinning. That’s 
what we teach, for all ages.” Dub Academy’s second summer camp begins June 21.

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A way of life compressed into two lives

On this second Thursday of June, inside the 
Texas Music Museum, lies the key to Austin’s 
musical history, and unlocking it for just a 
couple of hours are the Joneses. 

Mr. Jimmie Jones and Dr. Beulah Agnes 
Curry Jones have more than 100 years’ experi- 
ence in Austin’s Eastside music scene, history 
that spans popular music. Between them, they 
have entertained dignitaries, presidents, even 
the Prince of Wales. Before today’s conversation 
ends, they will have journeyed from Jim Crow 
to Barack Obama without leaving the 11th 
Street museum (www.texasmusicmuseum.org). 

Jimmie Jones was born in Manor, 1927. 
After a stint in the service, he pursued his 
lifelong desire to play music, beginning on 


piano and continuing with bass, saxophone, 
and clarinet. Jimmie likes to qualify his par- 
ticipation as a musician, admitting that he was 
older than most students at Huston-Tillotson, 
let alone a beginning music enrollee. His 
tenure on the Eastside performing during the 
1960s tells another tale, offering a story of 
perseverance and dedication to craft, commu- 
nity, and church. 

Beulah Agnes Curry Jones, who goes by 
Agnes, is at least the third generation of her 
family notable for singing, her mother, Beulah 
Thompson, having shone in the Bright and 
Early Choir at Ebenezer Baptist Church. She 
trained with Virgie Carrington DeWitty on 
vocals, attended Anderson High School like 


Jimmie, and went on to Prairie View A&M 
to further study vocals and piano. She’s dean 
emeritus of fine arts and music at Huston- 
Tillotson and still active in the Ebenezer Baptist 
Church and greater Austin community. 

If you’re expecting the requisite portrait of 
marital bliss, it’s not here. The Joneses main- 
tain separate addresses and churches. It’s a 
choice the South is famous for explaining 
away with the phrase, “an arrangement.” The 
Joneses have an arrangement that suits them. 
They also have an unmistakable, unshakable 
affection for each other that evidences itself 
in the jokes, the laughter, finishing off each 
other’s sentences, playful hushing. What is 
marriage, if not the platinum bonds of affec- 
tion and companionship? 

400 Block of East Sixth Street 

Jimmie Jones: “I started [playing music] 
at Huston-Tillotson when I was an adult and 
came back from Germany. I wanted to learn 
long before that when I was at Anderson 
High School, but I lost my mother when I 
was young, and I stayed 
with my grandmother. It’s 
amazing how sometimes 
people don’t understand 
about a young person 
going into music. 

“I told her I wanted 
to play in the band in 
school. And she said: ‘Boy, 
if you don’t get outta here, 

I’m gonna slap you out 
that back door. I don’t 
have money to be buy- 
ing instruments for you 
to take music. You don’t 
need to be taking music.’ 

“So I went into the 
Army. And when I came 
out of the Army, I started 
taking music. 

“I had to take other 
courses, but music was my focus. I was a 
barber down on Sixth Street, the 400 block. 
It was the kind of place that on Friday and 
» Saturday, you thought you were in Africa. 
Black people dominated the whole 400 block 
of Sixth Street, businesses and restaurants. I 
worked in the Big Top Barbershop. 

“The Ritz had been there forever. When I 
went to it, I had to go sit upstairs. I couldn’t sit 
downstairs. The Chinaman had the chili place, 
but black businesses were on the block where 
I worked, a pool hall, hot sauce, and barbe- 
cue. The Nicholas Brothers, they had a shoe 
shop. People would come there from all over 
- Bastrop, Giddings, Lockhart, Round Rock, 
Manor, all those. They converged on that place. 

“I remember when someone came in and 
said they were gonna buy the building and 
change it. At that time there were a lot of 
raggedy buildings, and I said, ‘Well what can 
they do to these buildings?’ Now you see what 
they done to Sixth Street. It was a way of life, 
compressed into one block.” 

Agnes: “When I was growing up, I lived at 
1203V2 Red River. My cousin and I could go 


to movies on Saturday, and my grandmother 
and parents always said, ‘Now go down three 
blocks and turn right, and then go left to the 
show.’ Which took us around the 400 block, 
but we could look down there and see what 
was going on. Sometimes, if we got out of the 
movies early enough, we would go straight 
through the 400 block. It was just a sea of 
people, a sea of our people. 

“Where Esther’s Follies is, was a tavern. The 
outside of it always fascinated me, with mirror 
tiles. Then we would turn left at Red River and 
go home.” 

Because We Were Black 

“I attended Blackshear, Rosewood, then 
Kealing, and finally Anderson,” recites Agnes. 
“[Anderson] was the high school. The one 
and the only high school, and you became a 
Yellow Jacket. 

“By that time I had been taking music contin- 
uously and had the opportunity to participate 
in the band. The band director at that time was 
Mr. B.L. Joyce. Quite a disciplinarian, quite a 
musician, quite a mentor. 
He never held back in his 
discipline verbally; he was 
a master of that. We would 
sometimes get carried away 
with the music. I was trying 
to learn saxophone, and he 
said, ‘You need to uncross 
your legs.’ He never had 
to tell me again. There was 
something intriguing about 
the saxophone, but I did 
not actually play in a band 
except as a pianist.” 

“I wanted to go to UT to 
take music, but they told 
me I was too old,” counters 
Jimmie. “They said: ‘We 
might let you take elemen- 
tary education, but there’s 
not a chance of you taking 
any music. We don’t take anybody at the col- 
lege level with a beginning piano book. ’ 

“That wasn’t the first instrument I wanted to 
play. I wanted to be in the band at Anderson, 
and it probably would have been a clarinet. 

“So I went to H-T, and they had kind of the 
same attitude. They said: ‘We’ll let you take 
music for one semester, and if you’re doing 
pretty good, we’ll let you continue. Otherwise 
you have to get a new major.’ After that one 
semester, they said: ‘Go ahead. You all right.’ 

“I was a happy little soul. 

“I managed to go to school and learn a 
little about music. I got a job in Williamson 
County, which took up about seven different 
schools, a different school every day. I was the 
supervisor of music for Williamson County 
schools, but all these were segregated schools. 
Some of these schools didn’t have but two 
teachers. The principal in Round Rock let 
me start a band. They had one at the school 
in Taylor, but that’s the only other band in 
Williamson County, with all those schools. I 
had a measure of success in that job.

“Charlie’s Playhouse, Ernie’s Chicken Shack, the Black Orchid, 
victory Grill, 7th Street Club, Black Cat - all of those were 
our major venues. And we didn’t use the word venue then; 
we just said ‘dub.’’’ - Dr. Agnes Jones 


“Then in ’64, the district superintendent called me into his 
office. He said: ‘You black people are running around here 
wanting your rights, your civil rights and all that. I got a notice 
here from Washington that I gotta let them little pickaninnies 
come to my school, but they didn’t say I had to let you come. 
So you’re fired.’ 

“That’s how I lost that job. I really regretted it when I left 
that job, though I went to a better one. Guess the Lord works 
that way. 

“That was April. In May, the president of H-T called me and 
said, ‘I have a job at the Job Corps in San Marcos.’ I worked 
there for 30 years. I really was thankful for that job. 

“I had grown up wanting to take music, and that door was 
shut in my face all the time. But the GI Bill let me go to college 
and barber school, so I worked in barber school while I went to 
college. Music was something I never imagined would turn out 
so good. So while I missed being with the little fellows, I got to 
teach people from everywhere in the Job Corps.” 

Agnes nods her head. 

“I can’t forget my mother took me to Gregory Gym to see 
Marian Anderson,” she says. “It was an unforgettable eve- 
ning. At the time, it was still kind of like the Ritz. You didn’t 
sit on the floor; you had to buy a ticket that made you sit in 
the bleachers.” 

Because you were black? 

“Because we were black.” 

East llth Street 

Agnes: “Having been a member of Ebenezer Baptist Church 
nearly all my life, we could sometimes hear the music that 
was going on East llth Street. Sometimes, instead of taking 
the short way home, we would take the long way home and 
hear some of the sounds being generated. And they were 
absolutely magnificent. 

“One of my aunts took me to a concert at the Victory Grill. 
That’s how I found out what went on inside there. I also found 
out Victory Grill had the best pork-chop sandwiches. That was 
another reason for going to the Victory Grill on Sunday after- 
noons. They didn’t card then, but they would let you know if 
you were not of eligible age to be there. They wouldn’t insult 
you, but they would let you know to come back in three or 


“Mr. Holmes was an astute businessman, and 
he would look out for the neighborhood young 
men and women. He let us enjoy, but he didn’t let 
us trespass.” 

Jimmie: “While I didn’t play music early, I was 
old enough to go to these places and see a lot of 
artists there. I remember Jean & the Rollettes. 
My cousin was Charlie Gilden, who had Charlie’s 
Playhouse. I have to say that was the most out- 
standing place on the Eastside for musicians and 
people who loved music. UT students made a trail 
to Charlie’s Playhouse. 

“The Jets were the house band [at Charlie’s 
Playhouse] , and Charlie geared his club to their kind 
of music. You could play anything there - country & 
western, jazz, and every now and then, musicians like B.B. King 
and Bobby Blue Bland would come and sit in with them. 

“It wasn’t true, but a lot of black people on the Eastside said 
that when the students came over, he’d make the black people 
get up so they could sit down. It stayed full in there. One night I 
was at a table there by myself, and he came over and said: ‘Jim, 
I’d sure like to seat all these people. Would you mind sitting at 
the bar?’ I didn’t mind. Why should I mind? It was one whole 
table and here were people who paid with nowhere to sit. I 
paid too, but a lot didn’t. A lot would say, ‘Charlie, I just can’t 
pay, but I want to come in.’ His club was the first one on the 
Eastside to have . . . what do you call those people imitators?” 

“Female impersonators,” says Agnes. 

“Female impersonators,” says Jimmie. “They brought their 
groups here from Dallas and Houston.” 

Strictly Jazz 

“I had a lot of relatives that owned clubs,” begins Jimmie. 
“That seemed to be what they wanted to have. My dad’s 
brother, Dad Jones, had a jazz club at 12th and Chicon, but 
he did not allow blues players to play his club - strictly jazz. 
B.B. King played a gig on the other side of town, and afterward 
he came to Dad’s club. When musicians play after midnight, 
they’ll go to another place to play, just to sit and hang. So he 
came, and Dad said, ‘I’m sorry, I don’t allow any blues in my 
club.’ B.B. could come in, but he couldn’t play. 

“Dad Jones had such fantastic records on the 
jukebox. You’d wanna go in his club just to listen | 
to what he had there. All the latest real good music | 
on that box. You could go in there anytime and hear o 
it. He sent all the way to East Texas for an organ | 
player to play in his club. The East Texas All-Stars, 
they played there all the time, every weekend. 

“Back then, James Polk was just starting out 
with groups, and on Sunday evenings they would 
have jam sessions. He had one player, Wimpy 
Caldwell, on tenor sax. Every time we’d go see 
them, she would always ask him to play ‘Willow, 

Weep for Me.’ He would say, ‘I’ll be glad to play 
it, but I don’t know if James will let me play it.’ 

He could play so well, but James seemed to have a 
problem with Wimpy playing. ”

Agnes swats Jimmie lightly on the forearm, a mild attempt 
at shushing. When he doesn’t stop, she leans forward to shield 
the recorder from his words. 

Jimmie: He wanted to be the star all the time. I resented that. I 
sure did, and I’ll tell him today! Let that thing alone! 

Agnes: He and James have a good understanding; these things 
would just happen sometimes. There’s no one in Austin who 
doesn’t respect the musical ability of Polk. 

Jimmie: I don’t want you to misunderstand me; I love Polk like 
a brother. There was enough clubs from llth Street to 12th 
Street to Rosewood to Seventh Street and bands for you to go 
and hear good music all the time, not like just one little club. 
Agnes: We had the chance to play not so much the clubs on 
the Eastside as the audiences of the clubs, so there was inter- 
facing with a lot of the same people. We had a group called 
the Sophisticats - I did register the name at the courthouse. 
We would play two- to three-hour sets at the Holiday Inn, 
Downtowner, the 40 Acres Club. We did a nice long stint at Steak 
Island, where Joe’s Crab Shack is on Riverside. [Jimmie] and two 
other musicians were in the group; there were five at one time. 
I guess music has always been important in Austin, and patrons 
and supporters who heard us began to ask us to play receptions, 
and the next thing, I was being asked to play as a single act; they 
couldn’t hire the group. I would do that sometimes. 

Jimmie: That’s the group she ruled with an iron fist. 

Agnes: He’s helped me a lot with understanding the lead 
sheets and charts. 

Jimmie: You don’t need me to credit you, girl. 

Agnes: Charlie’s Playhouse, Ernie’s Chicken Shack, the Black 
Orchid, Victory Grill, 7th Street Club, Black Cat - all of those were 
our major venues. And we didn’t use the word venue then; we just 
said “club.” And we can’t help wishing there were still places 
like the Spanada and Charlie’s Playhouse, so we’re really glad the 
Victory Grill is being restored and regenerated. It is essential. 
Jimmie: I am convinced music will rub rough edges off you. 
I think there’s something special about it, but I won’t know 
what it is until I get to heaven. There’s a little music in every- 
thing we do. A wedding, a funeral, church, a party. It’s a great 
part of us. I’ll probably get up there and Duke Ellington will be 
with his band on one side and another band on the other. 

“I’ll just ask if I can sit in.” ■

RATT 

Infestation (Roadrunner) 

Invasion of Your Privacy starter pistol 
“You’re in Love” (July 1985) makes a quarter- 
century comeback on Infestation leader 
“Eat Me Up Alive,” tag-teamed with the VH1 
roundhouse of “Best of Me.” Power base 
Stephen Pearcy (cat-scratch vox), Warren 
DeMartini and Carlos Cavazo (slash and burn), 
and original beat master Bobby Blotzer re-up 
their peak Point Break on “A Little Too Much” 
and pole-humper’s heyday “Look Out Below” 
(“she’s a devil, but I like that ass”). Not a

VAIN 

All Those Strangers (Jackie Rainbow) 

Shelved Island Records’ follow-up to these 
metallic San Francisco dolls’ 1989 debut, No 
Respect, initially came on like a comedown 
from its fast, trashy birth mother (thanks for 
the tape, Davy Vain), but upon release now 
proves no slump. Heart adrenal “Love Drug” 
races first, “Planet’s Turning” and “Shooting 
Star” pound chest cavities next, and “Freak 
Flag” flies a glam anthem as doomed as 
Mother Love Bone.

JUDAS PRIEST 

British Steel: 30th Anniversary Deluxe Edition 
(Sony Music) 

By the time Birmingham, England’s anar- 
chist answer to the industrial purgatory’s other 
black sheep (Black Sabbath) defined hair 
metal’s immediate precursor with British Steel 
brands “Breaking the Law” and “Living After 
Midnight,” the backwater quintet bridging Peter 
Green’s blues breakers Fleetwood Mac to Iron 
Maiden’s initial post-punk strip-down may have 
already peaked on its first five LPs: Rocka 
Rolla (’74), Sad Wings of Destiny (’76), Sin After 
Sin (’77), Stained Class (’78), and Hell Bent for 
Leather (’79). Sony Music’s triple-disc remas- 
ter sands a first-generation digital edge off the 
original 1980 LP, then restores said abrasive 
in its entirety live on CD and DVD in Florida, 
2009. Still bent in leather, front behemoth 
Rob Halford and henchmen Downing, Tipton, 
and Hill - flogged forward by Painkiller Scott 
Travis - also guit-harmonize Sad Wings’ beat- 
down “Victim of Changes” and Sin After Sin 
Joan Baez haunt “Diamonds & Rust.” ★★★ 

LAMB OF GOD 

Hourglass (Epic/Prosthetic) 

Forty-four cloven bleats melt this 3-CD 
Hourglass, trinity to Lamb of God’s father 
(The Underground Years), son (The Epic 
Years), and Holy Ghost (The Vault). Four femo- 
ral bursts from the Virginia quintet’s 1999 
debut as Burn the Priest, plus chunks of its 
first Prosthetic/Metal Blade LPs, the con- 
torting New American Gospel (2000) and As 
the Palaces Burn (’03), birth Randy Blythe’s 
vulture caw (“Pariah”) and Chris Adler’s kick- 
drum spindle (“Resurrection #9”), not to 
mention the neo-industrial grind and purge 
on “Lies of Autumn” and a rabid death rattle 


from “Suffering Bastard,” both Burn the Priest 
tracks. Disc two dices Lamb’s next three 
Epics, Ashes of the Wake (1980s-style thrash- 
er “Now You’ve Got Something to Die For”), 
Sacrament (1,000-yard stare “Blacken the 
Cursed Sun”), and Wrath (microcosmic old/ 
new-school compactor “Dead Seeds”), but a 
Vault cache of Japanese bonus tracks ( New 
American Gospel blort “Nippon”), plus demos 
as raw as the group’s intestines (“In Your 
Words”) and eight Burn the Priest tracks, half 
from a lethal tour tape, crucifies. Burn the 
Priest box set, pray. ★★★V 

EXODUS 

Exhibit B: The Human Condition (Nuclear Blast) 

Like Bay Area 1980s thrash kin Testament 
and its 2008 reboot The Formation of 
Damnation, Exodus’ fourth disc with exhorter 
Rob Dukes and ninth LP overall - begun from 
sessions for 2007’s The Atrocity Exhibition: 
Exhibit A - atomizes first-wave cassette val- 
ues. Grade-fuckin’-A pummel “Hammer and 
Life,” “Class Dismissed (A Hate Primer),” and 
closer “Good Riddance” bronze lifers Gary 
Holt and Tom Hunting on longer knots (“The 
Ballad of Leonard and Charles”), although a 
few too many (“Democide”). Nitro-core: “Burn, 
Hollywood, Burn.” Third acts reign. 

DANZIG 

Deth Red Sabaoth (Evilive) 

Where’s Rick Rubin when you need him? 
Lead-off “Hammer of the Gods” misses his 
flat sonic anvil in the separation of oracle 
from ocean, though succeeding burp gun 
“The Revengeful” discharges like one of the 
uberproducer’s concrete beatings. “Black 
Candy” licks its amorous snarl with more 
fuzzy tongue but also a tart melodic center to 
go with the rest of Deth Red Sabaoth. Oil fire 
guitars (“Ju Ju Bone”), Sabaoth (“Night Star 
Hel”), and 10 combined minutes on a pair 
of fiery “Pyre of Souls” means Deth. Glenn 
Danzig, hellhound still. ★★★

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Until recently, researchers were certain that at least one ability separated 
humans from higher-functioning apes: the creation and use of tools for sex. 
However, primatologists writing in a recent issue of Science described a 
male chimpanzee’s repetitive use of a dried leaf in the same way that a male 
human of a certain class might employ a fast car. In the presence of a female 
chimp, the male carefully crinkles the leaf until she, seemingly accustomed 
to such leaf-crinkling, notices the male, along with his generous erection, and 
may then choose to join him. 


LEAD STORY 

It’s clear, based on a May Time magazine 
dispatch, that Norway’s felons and miscre- 
ants are of a superior class than America’s. 
When Norway’s brand-new Halden prison 
opened in April, the country’s King Harald V 
headlined a glitzy gala that celebrated what 
has been called the world’s “most humane” 
lockup. Among the facilities: a sound stu- 
dio, jogging trails, a guest house for 
inmates’ visitors, and a scrumptious-smell- 
ing “kitchen laboratory” where murderers 
and bandits can learn to cook. Guards are 
unarmed (half are women) and intermingle 
with the rapists, drug dealers, and others, 
dining with them and joining them in intra- 
mural sports. The rate of recidivism for 
Norwegian prisoners in general is only 20% 
(vs. 50% to 60% in the United States), but 
it is still early to tell whether Halden’s pris- 
oners will find life behind bars so pleasant 
that they don’t mind risking another stretch 
there by returning to crime. 

LEADING ECONOMIC INDICATORS 

Cutting-Edge Products: 1) A Portland, Ore., 
inventor recently began offering a colorful patch 
designed to cover the area just below a dog’s 
tail. The Rear Gear is featured on the hand- 
made crafts site Etsy.com. 2) Tyrone Henry and 
Fermin Esson, of Opa-locka, Fla., near Miami, 
told reporters they were recently granted a pat- 
ent for “saggy pants” that they say will satisfy 
young men’s street-fashion sense yet not run 
afoul of municipal laws around the country ban- 
ning exposed underwear. 

Federal Reserve, Securities and Exchange 
Commission on Edge: Last November, the 
government of North Korea made an ulti- 
mately disastrous decision to radically deval- 
ue its currency, overnight making 100 North 
Korean won worth 1 North Korean won, and 
the country’s citizens (as well as, reportedly, 
the Dear Leader himself) were not pleased. 
Three months later, without much fanfare, 
came the official announcement that the gov- 
ernment’s (i.e., the Workers’ Party’s) chief 
finance minister, Pak Nam-gi, had been exe- 
cuted by firing squad. 

In May, the German manufacturer Ex 
Oriente Lux AG set up its Gold to Go vending 
machine in the lobby of Abu Dhabi’s Emirates 
Palace Hotel, offering gold coins and 1-, 5- 
and 10-gram bars of gold, based on the cur- 
rent world price at the time of the transaction. 

TRANSCENDENT SCIENCE 

Intelligent Design: Among the new species 
first reported this year are a nose leech, a 
Dracula fish, a psychedelic frogfish and a 
bombardier worm, according to scientists at 
the University of Arizona and medical school 
researchers in Lima, Peru. The Peru-based 
leech, which is fanged and probably has been 
around since the time of dinosaurs, prefers 
nasal mucus as a habitat. The Dracula fish 
of Myanmar, with caninelike fangs, has an 
extraordinarily flexible mouth. The multicol- 
ored frogfish has apparently adapted to live 
among the colorful, venomous coral off Bali, 
Indonesia. The bombardier worm, found in 
California’s Monterey Bay, releases glow-in- 
the-dark projectiles when threatened. 


Too Much Information: British and 
Australian researchers, writing in a journal 
article in March, concluded that the world’s 
strongest insect (relative to body weight) is 
the male dung beetle, which can lift more 
than 1,100 times its weight (equivalent for 
an average male human: 80 tons). Since the 
beetles mate inside dung patties, their every 
move is a struggle against the resistance 
posed by the feces. On the other hand, the 
researchers also found weaker dung beetles 
that mated just fine were helped not by their 
strength but by unusually large testicles. 

Sounds Like a Joke: University of Michigan 
computer engineer Wei Lu revealed in April 
that he and colleagues were working on a 
new supercomputer design that is a radical 
departure from current computer architec- 
ture. Wei Lu’s design breakthrough (which 
has piqued the interest of the Pentagon’s 
Defense Advanced Research Projects Agency 
think-tankers) is to model the operating sys- 
tem like the brain of a cat, he said, even 
though his supercomputer could never actual- 
ly outperform the cat’s brain. 

THE ARISTOCRATS! 

Last September, James Jones, 33, and a 
friend were issued disorderly conduct cita- 
tions by police after witnesses reported that 
the pair, inebriated, had placed their geni-

tals on a vegetable weighing scale in a 
supermarket in Edinburgh, Scotland. They 
were acquitted in April 2010 when the 
only witness admitted that she only saw 
the men zipping up after claiming to have 
weighed themselves.) 

Fluids Festivals: 1) A 44-year-old man 
was charged with battery in Crestview, Fla., 
in April as a result of a fight with his girl- 
friend, during which he pinched off one of 
his nostrils and blew mucus and blood out 
of the other (with contents landing on her 
“face, chest, arms and pants”). 2) 

Madison, Wis., neighbors Nina Bell, 56, 
and Arnessa Battles, 38, were cited for 
disorderly conduct in March in a dispute 
over Battles’ dog’s winterlong output of 
droppings that had just been revealed by 
melting snow. According to the police 
report, by the time an officer arrived on the 
scene, both of the women had smeared 
each other’s cars with large quantities of 
dog poop. 

PEOPLE DIFFERENT FROM US 

World-class sword-swallower Chayne 
Hultgren, 32, is a veteran of such exhibi- 
tions as Scotland’s Kamikaze Freak 
Show, as well as this year’s Psycho 
Sideshow in Australia, and he holds the 
Guinness record for sword swallowing by 
downing 18 swords simultaneously. Part 
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of his skill, he told Sydney’s Daily Telegraph 
in April, is learning to relax his body, but he 
also credited his 5-inch-longer-than-normal 
stomach and his decision to implant a row of 
magnets along his breastbone that he says 
ever-so-slightly diverts the metal swords away 
from vital organs. Reminiscing, Hultgren 
noted that once, during a show’s run in 
Belgium, an average of seven spectators a 
night were fainting (known in the trade as 
“falling ovations”). What does Hultgren’s 
future hold? “I’ve never had another job.” 

LEAST COMPETENT CRIMINALS 

Not Ready for Prime-Time Crime: 1) Jacob 
Collins, 28, was arrested in April and charged 
with burglary of Matlack’s Hometown 
Pharmacy in Landisville, N.J., despite the fact 
that the medicine he stole was probably by 
mistake. Police said they were almost certain 
Collins was after the painkiller OxyContin but 
instead swiped a supply of Oxybutynin, which 
treats overactive bladder. 2) On the other 
hand, Sean Almond, 43, was charged on the 
same day as Collins for allegedly robbing the 
Kangaroo Mart on Wilroy Road in Suffolk, Va., 
and could have used some Oxybutynin. 
Almond was caught immediately after the 
robbery because his getaway was delayed. 

He was spotted in a nearby alley, where he 
had been overcome by a sudden urge to 
relieve himself.

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Marburger Orchard, south of Fredericksburg, grows 13 variet- 
ies of delicious peaches. As one variety reaches its peak, another 
variety ripens, giving the grower an almost continuous crop during 

the season. 

“With any luck, we’ll 
have pick-your-own 
peaches from early 
March through the first 
week of August,” says 
Gary Marburger, the 
owner. After two years of 
severe drought, this is 
looking like a lucky year; 
the branches are loaded 
with the fuzzy fruit. 

Marburger’s blackber- 
ries are also looking 
good this year. The ber- 
ries are huge and deli- 
cious and are usually 
available from early May 
through mid-June. The 
strawberries ripened in 
late March and were 
done by early June. The 
farm also produces plums, okra, squash, cucumbers, tomatoes, and onions in the red, sandy 
loam soil. 

The rains began last fall and continued through the spring, Marburger says. This year is shaping 
up to be a bumper crop for all of the Gillespie County orchards: The fruit stands along the highways 
are open, and the pick-your-own farms are welcoming visitors. 

“The closer to home that you get your fruits and vegetables, the better it will taste,” Marburger 
says. He might be more than a little prejudiced, but there are good reasons why Fredericksburg 
peaches are the most beloved peaches in Texas. 

“We get a greater fluctuation between day and night temperatures than other peach-growing 
regions,” he says. The lower humidity, higher elevation, and cooler nights combine to produce a 
greater concentration of sugar in the fruit. You can’t discount the good sandy soil of the Pedernales 
River Valley, either. 

Not everything called a Fredericksburg peach is the real deal. “Last year nobody in the county 
had a peach crop, and there were still trucks on the side of the road advertising Fredericksburg 
peaches,” Marburger says. Any peach grown in Gillespie County can be called a Fredericksburg 
peach, but no peach grown outside of the county is the genuine thing. When you buy peaches, you 
want the firm ones with a red blush on the yellow skin without a hint of green. 

Marburger Orchard is about five miles south of Fredericksburg off U.S. 87. With more than 
2,500 trees covering 20 acres, it is one of the largest pick-your-own orchards in the county. Before 
you make the drive to the farm, it is best to call 830/997-9433 to see what is available or to 
check the daily updates at www.marburgerorchard.com. The orchard is generally open Monday through 
Saturday from 8am to 5pm and Sunday from 1 to 5pm. 

Originally, Gillespie County peaches were known as Stonewall peaches after the town on the 
eastern edge of the county. Burg’s Corner, a farm stand in Stonewall, was the largest packinghouse 
in the county.

Round Rock Express 

With UT’S baseball team failing to advance past last weekend’s Super 
Regional at the Disch, it’s time for Central Texas baseball fans to focus their full 
attention on the Round Rock Express. As with their parent club, the Houston 
Astros, the Express have struggled this season. They are currently cellar-dwell- 
ing in the Pacific Coast League’s American South Division with a 29-37 win-loss 
record. It’s no secret that the Astros minor-league system is one of the weakest 
(rumors of a Roy Oswalt trade for prospects - possibly to the Rangers! - 
would be a good start at rebuilding; good luck moving Lance Berkman or 
Carlos Lee), but there are certainly some shining stars on Round Rock’s roster. 
Starter Josh Banks has won six of his last eight decisions, is eighth in the PCL 
with a 3.03 ERA, and leads the league in innings pitched. Banks is 6-1 at the 
Dell and will be pitching the Sunday, June 20, game against Omaha. Starting 
the home stand on Friday, June 18, will be left-hander Andy Van Hekken, who 
leads RR with 57 Ks in 76 innings pitched (allowing only 20 walks) while strik- 
ing out nine Omaha batters on May 28, an Express season record. Highly tout- 
ed catching prospect Jason Castro (.277, 3 HR, 23 RBIs in 53 games) recently 
had his 32-game on-base streak snapped and could be of use in Houston when 
he’s finally ready, but the big news is centerfield Jason Bourgeois, who is 
fourth in the PCL with a .347 average, has 22 multiple-hit games, is tied for 
third in the league with 78 hits, and is fourth in the league with 17 stolen 
bases (but he’s also currently day-to-day after tweaking a hammy). With Michael 
Bourn having a solid season for the ’Stros, this is one of the few positions that 
they don’t need to fill, none the less expect to see Bourgeois playing at Minute 
Maid soon.

It was a good news, bad news week for the Austin 
Aztex at House Park: a draw and a loss in league play, 
followed by a decisive 3-0 win in U.S. Open Cup play, all in 
a seven-day span. But if the league results were disap- 
pointing - a scoreless draw against the Portland Timbers 
Wednesday and a 2-1 loss to the Vancouver Whitecaps 
Saturday - the Aztex still played well enough to deserve 
better, against two teams who are headed up to Major 
League Soccer next year. And at 7-2-3, the Aztex still have 
two more wins than anyone else in the league (and two 
more than their total in 30 games last year). So, yeah, 
they’re in pretty good shape, one-third of the way through 
a grueling two-gam e-a-week midsummer stretch. 

It was all good news on Tuesday, as the Aztex cruised 
to a 3-0 win over the DFW Tornados in the first round of 
the U.S. Open Cup behind two goals from Jamie Watson 
and the first of the year from Joey Worthen. But the bet- 
ter news may be who was on the field for the Aztex - four 
starters were seeing their first action of the year, and a 
fifth was Kieron Bernard, a crucial defender who’d been 
out for 10 games with a hamstring injury and teamed 
effectively with little-used Wes Allen in central defense. 

In Tuesday’s Open Cup second round, the Aztex host the 
Arizona Sahuaros, who qualified through the U.S. Adult 
Soccer Association, i.e., the same level as the Austin rec 
league. Make no mistake, though, the Sahuaros are a very 
good team; this is their third straight year to make the 
U.S. Open Cup. The payoff for the winner: a third-round 
date with the MLS Houston Dynamo - best guess is that 
would be at House Park Tuesday, June 29, 7:30pm. Vs. 
Miami FC Blues: Saturday, June 19, 7:30pm. Vs. Arizona 
Sahuaros: Tuesday, June 22, 7:30pm.

The first real upset of the 2010 World Cup didn’t come until the 
final pairing of the opening round, but it was a doozy: overall favorite 
Spain falling to Switzerland, 1-0, and into some trouble in Group H. 
Over the next five days, all the teams will play their second games, 
and then Tuesday through Friday, June 22-25, come the third and 
final games of the group stage as half the teams get sent home 
and the others get slotted into the bracket for the knockout round 
that starts Saturday, June 26. The full schedule is on the following 
page, and my look at each of the eight first-round groups is online 
at austinchronicle.com/sports. Meanwhile, here are some observations 
on the first week of the tournament: 

Africa: A lot of hopes and expectations for these teams in the continent’s first WC. 

At 1-4-2, they’re off to a slow start, though Ghana and Ivory Coast look promising. South 
Africa, despite a brave draw with Mexico, looks to be the first host team ever eliminated 
in the first round. 

Goals: Not so many - just 25 in the first 16 games - raises the specter of too many 
shootouts in the knockout rounds. 

Keepers down? Tim Howard (possible broken ribs) will play on Friday, after declining 
X-rays or other tests. (“I won’t be stupid with it,” he said. “At least I don’t think I will be.”) 

... Italy’s Gigi Buffon, on the other hand, is likely out for good with a herniated disc. 
USA-England: Massive pregame hype justified by the goalkeeping blunder of the mil- 
lennium. Both teams should still advance out of this weak group. 

Overall: Germany’s 4-0 romp over Australia was the one performance that really stood 
out, but is Germany really that good, or are the Aussies just that bad? Argentina and 
Holland impressed as well. Brazil? The best talent but somewhat less than the sum of 
its parts, and they could be in real trouble in the Group G “Group of Death.” 

So who’s the best team? That would be the ESPN crew, whose coverage - espe- 
cially the video - has been nothing short of spectacular. And if you hate the buzz of the 
vuvuzelas, just think how much worse they’d sound if we didn’t have the world’s most 
sophisticated sound filtering technology mitigating it for us. 

Upcoming: Mexico-France {Thu. 17, 1:30pm ) could eliminate one of these powers 
early. Brazil-Ivory Coast {Sun. 20, 1:30pm) and Brazil-Portugal {Fri. 25, 9am) are must- 
wins in the Group of Death, and the Chile-Spain finale {Fri. 25, 1:30pm) could be a 
shock elimination game.

The Yeomen of the Guard appeals to two groups of people: 
the Gilbert & Sullivan diehards who bring their yellowed copies 
of the score to the performance of this less frequently staged 


opera and people who simply enjoy grand 
music with a silly story. 

G&S fans and scholars will protest. The 
Yeomen of the Guard is considered one of 
the more serious works of the extensive 
Gilbert & Sullivan repertoire. But listen: 

We’re grading on a curve of comic operas. 
This is a story of a man, wrongly accused, 
who heads merrily to his own execution with 
that classic British stiff upper lip, pausing 
only to marry a randomly chosen, blindfolded 
woman and divert his fortune away from the 
cousin who got him into this mess in the 
first place. He’s saved at the last minute by 
a family who owes him one, and, disguised 
as a prison guard, he then sticks around to 
see what happens next. Jesters, mistaken 
identity, overlapping romances: It has ele- 
ments from the goofiest of Shakespearean 
comedies and an ending that worked just 
fine for late 19th century audiences but for 
most people today is just plain old weird 
(unless you brought your copy of the score 
and you know about these things). 

This is all to say that The Yeomen of the 
Guard is more charming than antiquated. 

The original production premiered during a 
period of strong British patriotism, and glim- 
mers of that are evident in the characters’ 
stoic admiration for the status quo of life 
in the Tower of London. I would not attempt 


to disguise myself as a Gilbert & Sullivan 
expert, but I imagine the appeal for so many 
fans of these comic operas lies in the happy 
nature of the music. Admittedly, “happy” 
is perhaps not an official term of opera or 
musical theatre criticism and scholarship, 
but you get my meaning, right? The music is 
just so ... chipper, even when Colonel Fairfax 
(Holton Johnson) is an hour out from his 
own execution, or later, when more than one 
character agrees to a marriage that’s less 
than desirable. 

Under Artistic Director Ralph MacPhail Jr. 
and the musical direction of Jeffrey Jones- 
Ragona, the Gilbert & Sullivan Society of 
Austin has put together a strong production 
of The Yeomen of the Guard. Standout per- 
formances include Michelle Hache as Elsie 
Maynard, the romantic lead, and Russell 
Gregory as Sergeant Meryll, the elder yeo- 
man, but they are joined by many good sing- 
ers. One further reason to catch Yeomen is 
to see more dramatic songs like “Strange 
Adventure!” mixed in with the typical Gilbert 
& Sullivan repertoire of fast-tempo music. 

At three hours, the production doesn’t 
speed along like some of its songs, but for 
fans of great singing, so much the better. 

The Yeomen of the Guard offers escapist fun 
with good performers for an evening of sum- 
mer entertainment.

The Black Forest Fancies, a group of industrious tatter- 
punk puppeteers founded by Pandora Andrea Gastelum 
and Nina C. Nichols, have journeyed from New Orleans to 


present a history-steeped musical drama 
about Johnny “Appleseed” Chapman and 
what might have happened if that spiritu- 
ally energized and wide-ranging worthy 
had actually married the, ah, 10-year-old 
girl to whom he was engaged. No, this is 
no hentai tale of underage debauchery 
in the early 1800s: Chapman was as 
chaste as he was peripatetic, and his 
putative child bride remained untouched 
by those hands that sowed the seeds. 
But still, what an interesting story, suf- 
fused with tunes and singing reminis- 
cent of the Handsome Family’s more 
Appalachian stylings. 

And what a group to present it, too; 
little wonder that the Fancies’ work has 
garnered funding from the Jim Henson 
Foundation. The performers, most often 
clothed in elegant Victorian gowns 
blacker than a BP pelican, walked and 
danced and whirled their articulated, 
almost human-sized puppets around 
the stage with such sharp choreography 
that the narrative and spectacle were 
able to compensate for the technical 
difficulties (a colicky video projector, a 
poorly cooling air conditioner) that had 
delayed the show’s start. The action 
unfolded among numerous fabric-based 
set-pieces - also whirled and artfully 
arranged into place, some redolent of 


many months of stitching and painting 
and craftwork, as if the better two-thirds 
of Etsy had come to life to assist the 
troupe - that were so wonderful in style 
and substance that a viewer was only 
intermittently distracted by the rude 
audience members in the back row who 
seemed unable to keep their yapping 
pieholes shut for more than 10 minutes 
at a time. 

The Black Forest Fancies, who have 
a growing history of creating puppet- 
driven stage shows that are the embodi- 
ment of what Dame Darcy or Melora 
Creager might dream about during their 
more fruitful sleeps, deserve respectful 
silence, we’d suggest, except where that 
silence might be helplessly punctuated 
by soft gasps of delight as the larger 
papier-mache puppets (in this case 
representing angels from heaven) make 
their appearance in the story and on 
the stage. There was a hungry wolf in 
this tale, too, a brief companion to the 
nation-roaming Chapman and his ward; 
that wolf, effectively animated through 
a full-body costume, an evocative mask, 
and much lupine loping, might have 
happily supped on the hearts of those 
attendees incapable of shutting the fuck 
up while true artists are about their 
business. - Wayne Alan Brenner

If you follow film blogs, you might have heard this week of a 
scrambly panic in Tinseltown over the summer box office’s so 
far unremarkable receipts, the product, the speculation goes, of 


audience fatigue with all the supposed sure 
bets of reboots of known quantities and new 
franchise installments - old ideas appended 
with 2 and 3 to their name. You’ll hear no argu- 
ment here - heck, yeah, we need fresh ideas 

- but rarely has a sequel felt less cynical, less 
assembly-lined for maximum profit than this 
consistently delightful return to Toy. I have only 
the faintest recollection of the first Toy Story, 
unintentionally skipped the second 
altogether, and approached this third 
outing with the particular dread of a 
childless adult sent gangplank-style 
to an overcapacity sneak screening 
teeming with kids. Joke’s on me, then 

- and surely I laughed more (sincerely, 
f u I l-th mated ly) at Toy Story 3’s smart 
comedy than at any other film of the still-young 
summer movie slate. (How smart? The high- 
low spread runs from a Cool Hand Luke shout- 
out and silent-film-style physical acrobatics to 
poop-in-the-sandbox gentle smirks.) While the 
first Toy Story triumphantly announced Pixar’s 
arrival back in 1995, the franchise has never 
felt on par with the studio’s later, more overtly 
lyrical pieces ( WALL-E , Up). Toy Story 3 doesn’t 
attempt the kind of narrative artistry of those 
films, but that doesn’t mean it’s unsophisti- 
cated: In its own unassuming way, it says as 
much as Up did about the often-uneasy transi- 
tion from one stage of life to the next - and 

all the more ingenious, then, that it’s the life 
cycle of a pliable, plasticine doll we genuinely 
worry over here. At the film’s beginning, the 
toys - including series regulars Sheriff Woody 
(voiced by Hanks), and Buzz Lightyear (Allen) - 
are confronted with the question of their own 
continued usefulness when owner Andy packs 


up to go to college. Granted, he already packed 
them away years ago; they’ve been passing 
the years in a toy chest, still treasured if no 
longer played with, and they’re more or less 
okay with the inevitability of that next stage 
of life - the “attic phase,” they call it. But an 
accidental misplacement results in the toys 
being dropped off at a daycare center (dubbed 
Sunnyside, with very intentional retirement- 
home implications). An aged 
plush bear named Lotso (Beatty) 
gives them a bait-and-switch warm 
welcome, but turns out he rules 
Sunnyside like some awful des- 
pot swathed in fuzzy-wuzzy purple 
terry. The toys disagree - return to 
Andy or give in to the Sunnyside 
gulag? - and the rest of the film is a frantic 
but well-plotted picture that holds allegiance to 
others as its highest value. The 3-D format is 
well-used but never intrusive, and one of the 
essential pleasures in the piece is its toy-sized 
perspective. (What child, consigned to a life in 
miniature, isn’t delighted by giant scale?) In its 
darkest, most perilous stretches, and there are 
a few, the film could stand to lighten up a little, 
but still: In its nimble forging of action and 
comedy, anticness and unabashed emotion, 

Toy Story 3 inspires an uncomplicated adora- 
tion, the kind we reserve for our best-loved if 
ill-worn - and even occasionally misplaced - 
childhood playmates. - Kimberley Jones

THE A-TEAM D: Joe Carnahan; with Liam 
Neeson, Bradley Cooper, Jessica Biel, Quinton Jackson, 
Sharlto Copley, Patrick Wilson. (PG-13, 117 min.) 

The A-Team is a product that begs to be 
consumed alongside a jumbo tub of movie- 
theatre popcorn, complete with the butter- 
slick, tummy-sick aftereffects that are sure 
to leave a longer lasting impression than 
anything mayhem maestro Carnahan cooks 
up onscreen. But hey, that’s (summer) enter- 
tainment, when expectations lower in inverse 
proportion to the rising temperatures. The 
cast seems to have been assembled primar- 
ily for its blinking resemblance to the stars 
of the original Eighties TV series about a 
renegade group of former Army Rangers now 
for hire: Cooper is a blonder, buffer version 
of ladies’ man Templeton “Face” Peck; South 
African actor Copley ( District 9) plays the 
wobbly-accented stand-in for flyboy “Howlin’ 
Mad” Murdock (in a part that Spike Jonze, 
channeling his twitchy Three Kings private, 
would have knocked out of the park); former 
Ultimate Fighting champion Jackson steps 
into the man and Mohawk that Mr. T immortal- 
ized, B.A. Baracus; and Neeson goes plati- 
num blond for a charmless spin on George 
Peppard’s original stogie-chomping squad 
leader, Hannibal Smith. The plot here is negli- 
gible - U.S. Mint engraving plates go missing, 
and the wrongfully accused A-Team must clear 
its name - but that piddlingness matters only 
in that it gets the boys from point A to point 
B, or rather, from one wildly ludicrous and 
artillery-charged scenario to the next. Still, 
Carnahan, with co-writers Brian Bloom and 
Skip Woods, shows real flair with these action 
set-pieces - an airborne tank, a container 
ship collapsing like a house of cards - even 
as narrative logic and spatial coherence fly 
out the window. - Kimberley Jones

John G. Avildsen’s 1984 original has 
become, in the fullness of time, a genu- 
ine pop-cultural touchstone. It’s easy to 
lose sight of the fact that at the time, the 
younger stratum of the American Zeitgeist 
hadn’t yet discovered, much less gorged 
itself on, the Pan-Asian wonders of Jackie 
Chan, John Woo, and kung fu, much less 


our current and ongoing fascination with 
Japanese manga and anime. (That is, other 
than fans of David Carradine’s Seventies- 
era ABC television show, and, for those 
lucky enough to live in large metropolitan 
areas, the occasional Shaw Brothers chop- 
socky smackdown.) Pat Morita’s Oscar- 
nominated performance as the inscrutably 
wise gardener/mentor Mr. Miyagi remains 
one of the Eighties’ most delicately force- 
ful (and downright funny) displays of 
creative subtlety in a smart and knowing 
film that also happened to become a cul- 
tural sensation. The intense remake by 
Zwart (One Night at McCooTs) isn’t likely 
to take the gleam off Avildsen’s Kid, but 
it’s directed with sympathetic panache and 
arrestingly shot on location in China, with 
an eye toward the epic by Roger Pratt (12 
Monkeys, Harry Potter and the Goblet of 
Fire). It also benefits tremendously from 
Christopher Murphey’s deliberate and fine 
script, which takes its time setting up 
the story and then hits all the right beats 
until it slips up in a puddle of sappiness 
mere minutes before the end of the film’s 
lengthy running time. Jaden Smith, son of 
Will Smith and Jada Pinkett Smith, is fine 
and realistically precocious as 12-year- 
old Dre, who finds himself in Beijing 
after his mother (a smart, sassy, entirely 
mom-worthy performance from Henson) is 
transferred from their hometown of Detroit. 
Buffeted by the twin storms of culture 
shock and puberty in this strange new 
world, Dre immediately starts crushin’ on 
teen violin prodigy Meiying (Han), unaware 
that this will incur the wrath of a gang 
of kung fu-adept bullies, led by Cheng (a 
fearsome Wang). Enter the dragon in the 
form of Mr. Han (Chan), the taciturn super 
of Dre’s crumbly new apartment. Chan 
does some of his most nuanced work in 
ages here; a scene in which the mentor’s 
personal demons are allowed to break 
through his everyman mask is arguably 
the best piece of actual acting he has ever 
done in an American film. It’s not nearly as 
exhilarating as his Drunken Master turns 
or as goofily charming as his role in Rob 
Minkoff’s recent The Forbidden Kingdom, 
but it is Kleenex-worthy, and when was the 
last time you could say that about a Jackie 
Chan performance? As in the original, the 
outcome is never in doubt (and James 
Horner’s soppy score doesn’t help things 
a bit), but this new Karate Kid is, in the 
end, a winning update of a classic piece of 
Eighties’ filmmaking, and that in itself is 
something of a coup. - Marc Savlov

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MOTHER AND CHILD D: Rodrigo 

Garcia; with Naomi Watts, Annette Bening, Kerry

If the mother-child bond is the core 
human relationship, then this movie implies 
that we are an emotionally doomed spe- 
cies, though I do not think this was writer- 
director Garcia’s intent. Adoption, particu- 
larly, is fraught with psychic dangers, is the 
revelation of each of the three individual 
storylines in Mother and Child. Composed 
in discrete but concurrent story strands, 
the characters never physically connect 
with one another even though the viewers 
have privileged inklings of the links among 
them. Garcia’s seriously contrived third-act 
melodramatics also bring some sense of 
unity to the various narrative arcs. This 
shift to sappy melodrama, however, pierces 
the film’s tough shell, turning what had 
theretofore been thorny characterizations 
into banal stereotypes. Yet if powerhouse 
performances are the sum of what you’re 
looking for, search no further than this 
movie. In the lead roles, Watts, Bening, and 
Washington deliver some of the best work 
of their careers, as do Jackson and Smits 
as a couple of the men who love them. 

The supporting roles, too, are filled with 
stunners, especially Epps (Half Nelson) as 
a pregnant teen involved in an open adop- 
tion, though such actors as Brenneman, 
Morse, Merkerson, and Pena elevate the 
film with their total of one or two scenes. 


Bening is a standout as Karen, a 51-year- 
old woman who still dwells on the baby she 
bore and gave away for adoption at the age 
of 14. It is the central fact of her life, and 
her regret has turned her into an angry, 
cold, and bitter person who lives alone with 
her mother (Ryan). The character is prickly 
and dislikable, as is Elizabeth (Watts). 
Elizabeth is a crackerjack attorney who 
jumps from firm to firm and uses her beau- 
ty and sexuality as her means of controlling 
situations, thereby compensating for the 
abandonment she feels as an adopted 
child. Bening and Watts dare performances 
that challenge our capacity for empathy, 
while Washington has the more convention- 
al role as an infertile woman desirous of a 
baby to adopt. Visually, Garcia brings little 
to the table, though he already established 
his propensity for anthology storytelling in 
the films Nine Lives and Things You Can Tell 
Just by Looking at Her. Though Mother and 
Child offers numerous examples among the 
secondary characters of happy parent-and- 
child relationships, Garcia also seems to be 
warning us that children can be the cause 
of suffering and disappointment and that 
adoption can lead to pathology. It seems a 
very Catholic view, with images of a bloody 
pieta lurking somewhere in the subcon- 
scious of this thing. Again, I don’t think 
this is exactly what Garcia is trying to get 
across, and when combined with the tone- 
changing melodramatics late in the film, 
Mother and Child winds up with some very 
mixed messages. - Marjorie Baumgarten

SOLITARY MAN D: Brian Koppelman, 
David Levien; with Michael Douglas, Susan Sarandon, 
Danny DeVito, Mary-Louise Parker, Jenna Fischer, Imogen 
Poots, Jesse Eisenberg, Ben Shenkman. (R, 90 min.) 

Ben Kalmen (Douglas) is one downward 
dog. No, this solitary man of the title is not 
into yoga, he’s just a skirt-chaser who makes 
one bad decision after another. A formerly 
successful businessman, Ben is already 
well-entrenched in his downward spiral at 
the time of the movie’s start (that is, apart 
from a short preamble which is supposed to 
provide the explanation for all his bad behav- 
ior - which it doesn’t). This character study, 
ultimately, doesn’t add up, but with Douglas 
playing the subject under investigation, the 
character is never slack or lacking definition. 
Formerly the owner of several car dealer- 
ships in the New York area, Ben is familiar 
to everyone from his ubiquitous television 
commercials and occasional appearances on 
the cover of Forbes and the front page of The 
New York Times business section. Yet a few 
years back, he started cooking his books 
and compulsively bedding younger women, 
which has left him publicly disgraced, broke, 
and divorced. Why such a smart, talented, 
and successful man would completely 
change his business m.o. in his mid-50s is 
never fully addressed, but maybe he’s doing 
research for Smart Men/Foolish Choices. 
More problematic is the need this near-60- 
year-old has for daily sexual conquests, even 
at the expense of his loving wife (Sarandon) 
or current girlfriend (Parker), whom he beds 
for her business connections. His slide 
downward occurs at a narratively souped-up 
pace until he’s eventually slinging hash in the 
campus-area hamburger joint of his old col- 
lege pal (DeVito). Solitary Man is co-directed 
by Koppelman and Levien, the same team 
who wrote Ocean's Thirteen and Rounders, 
among other films. They also co-wrote and 
-directed the 2001 film Knockaround Guys, 
which tells the story of a group of young 
wiseguys who also make a lot of dumb 
choices as they face declining job opportuni- 
ties in the mob. If anything, Solitary Man 
seems a bit overwritten, although it is indeed 
a pleasure to watch Douglas and the rest 
of this impressive cast deliver the dialogue. 

In light of Douglas’ imminent re-emergence 
as the stock-market titan Gordon Gekko 
in this summer’s Wall Street: Money Never 
Sleeps, it is especially interesting to see 
him playing an entirely different version of a 
rich weasel. Ben is a charmer, and Douglas 
could perform this kind of role in his sleep, 
so it’s exciting to see him fully engaged here 
and firing on all cylinders. The actors are all 
charged up, too; there’s just nowhere in this 
script for them to go. - Marjorie Baumgarten

SWEETGRASS D: llisa Barbash, 

Lucien Castaing-Taylor. (NR, 101 min.) 

When the married filmmaking team of 
Barbash and Castaing-Taylor began filming 
a Montana family of sheepherders in the 
early part of the decade, their subject was an 
endangered species; by the time the picture 
had locked, endangered had progressed to 
extinct. In 2003 (when the bulk of Sweetgrass 
was filmed), the Allesteds were the last ranch- 
ers still driving their sheep into the Absaroka- 
Beartooth Wilderness on a grazing permit that 
had been handed down through the genera- 
tions. They’ve since sold the ranch, which 
makes this documentary an ethnographic 
freeze-frame of a way of life now lost. But 
Sweetgrass is no elegy; there’s no editorial- 
izing here, just straightforward immersion 
in the day-to-day work of sheep farming and 
herding. The film loosely charts the seasons 
from shearing to lambing to summer pastur- 
ing, when Lawrence Allestad and right-hand 
man John Ahern drove a thundering herd of 
sheep 150 miles and up a mountain to feed 
for three months. Sweetgrass ’ unbroken shots 
of often-repetitive activity have a beguiling qual- 
ity to them, their very monotony encouraging 
a deeper absorption and reflection, but hard 
facts aren’t easy to come by. The layout of 
the mountain camp, for instance, is a mystery, 
and the ranchers are mostly unidentified, with 
dialogue frequently muffled to the point of 
inaudibility. But the natural soundscape - of 
wind, sheep bleats, and dog barks - is a won- 
der, and the Big Sky pictorals dazzle, too. And 
then there’s calcified cowboy Ahern, shot piss- 
ing from behind, his pecker in one hand and a 
.45 in the other - a time-capsule keeper if ever 
there were one. - Kimberley Jones

BABIES D: Thomas Balmes. (PG, 79 min.) 

Babies are cute and fairly irresistible: the equivalent 
of onscreen catnip. This feature-length film is akin to 
a nature documentary in its exclusive focus on human 
babies in their natural habitats. However, there is no 
voiceover narration to explain or comment on what 
we are seeing. Four babies from around the world are 
the film’s subjects: Ponijao in Namibia, Bayarjargal in 
Mongolia, Mari in Tokyo, and Hattie in San Francisco. 
French director Balmes cross-cuts throughout the film 
to capture various stages in the babies’ development, 
although oftentimes the connections among them 
seem more visual than thematic. The point I think 
Balmes is trying to make is that human babies have 
more commonalities than differences. The film pays 
no attention to the cultural influences or, at most, 
deals only in broad generalities. It’s an old argument: 
whether nature or nurture has a greater influence in 
childhood development. The unmediated nature docu- 
mentary Babies clearly makes a case for the former.

a giddy Manhattan pet-store owner who has 
herself artificially inseminated and then promptly 
meets the man of her dreams (O’Loughlin).

Frank Oz’s 2007 Death at a Funeral was a dud, 
never finding the right pitch at which to play the mount- 
ing hysteria of a funeral gone cataclysmically wrong 
(featuring blackmail, an accidental LSD dosing, and 
a dead body, for starters). Working with the same 
script (by Dean Craig) as the original UK film, American 
director LaBute takes a different tack. In the face of 
so much frenzy, he decides to, well, chill the fuck out. 

It mostly works, even as the mind reels at so much 
laid-backness and likableness from LaBute. Rock, who 
previously worked with LaBute on the uneven 2000 
comedy Nurse Betty, dials his antic charisma way 
down here for what is essentially the straight-man 
role, and Lawrence, all smooth-talking ladies’ man in 
brand-name eyeglasses, plays against type, too. In the 
late Nineties and early Aughts, the pair defined broad, 
commercial comedy, but here they deliver not jokes 
but actual performances in this slight but agreeable 
picture.

The 
film sports the same convoluted, logic-free plotting 
we’ve come to expect from films based on gamer 
favorites, but that doesn’t really hinder its ability to 
hold your attention and, occasionally, move you to the 
edge of your seat. The film’s wittiest and most playful 
moments come from Molina as a desert entrepreneur 
with rusty scruples. At times, the story threatens to 
topple from the sheer weight of the exposition being 
delivered, but, this being a Jerry Bruckheimer produc- 
tion, you can count on massive, explosive set-pieces 
to arrive to divert imminent boredom and save the 
day.

The film does an admirable job of 
parsing dense swaths of history and making the events 
and players understandable, but Robin Hood is notably 
lacking in warmth. Scott is at his best directing the 
action sequences and moving the story forward but is 
unable to imbue the characters with any dimensionality.

DRESSINGS ARE FOR 
SALADS, NOT BELTS 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

Belt dressings? Yes or no? I heard on your 
radio show this week not to spray belt dress- 
ings on serpentine belts. I recently was told 
to use belt dressings on my serpentine belt 
by a mechanic. He said it would increase the 
longevity of the belt - replacing the lost oils 
and keeping it more flexible and, therefore, 
increasing the life of the belt. Why is this not 
good on today’s belts? - Bruce 

TOM: Well, I’ve found that dress- 
ings tend to expand my belts. Especially 
Newman’s Own. That’s why I’ve switched 
to the light Italian. 

RAY: The problem with belt dressings is 
that they’re temporary solutions. They just 
cover up a problem rather than solve it. 

TOM: Most belt dressings contain either 
a lubricant of some kind, to allow the belt 
to slip more, or a tacking agent, to allow 
the belt to grip more. 

RAY: The problem is that these agents 
- and the solvents that are used as spray- 
can propellants - can cause modern belts 
to swell and delaminate. Belts are made 
of several layers of rubber, and when they 
delaminate, these layers come apart and 
the belt fails. 

TOM: In most cases, when a xbelt is 
making noise, it’s because it needs to be 
tightened or needs to be replaced. Belt 
noise also can be caused by a bad belt 
tensioner or a misaligned pulley. But belt 
dressing isn’t going to address any of those 
problems in the long term. 

RAY: Of course, if you know for a fact 
that your belt is just old and worn out - 
and it’s not a tension, tensioner, or pulley 
problem - and the noise is driving you 
nuts, and you just want to keep the belt 
quiet for a couple of weeks until your in- 
laws leave town, then spray all the dressing 
you want on it. 

TOM: But I don’t know of any maker of 
serpentine belts that approves of belt dress- 
ing for its products. And it’s a short-term 
Band-Aid at best. So dress your salads, and 
tighten or replace squealing belts, Bruce.
